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Continuation of the Report of the Committee of the General 
Affembly, from p. 164, of the laft Regifter. 


ND the faid Petition further fet forth, that 
) the aforefaid Reprefentation of the Grievan- 
™) ces the Ifland then labour’d under, and of 
hos the Mal-Adminiftration of the faid Gover- 
WSS nor, would appear from many Inftances ; 
but particularly from the following. . 
1ft, The faid Governor had not hitherto review’d the 
Militia, nor any of the Forts, or other Fortifications of 
the Ifland, (Needham’s Fort only excepted, fituate a 
fhort Mile from his Houfe) and had fuffer’d feveral of 
the Regiments to be without Officers ever fince his Ar- 
rival here ; and on the common exercifing Days, fuch 
of the Militia as met, had not been exercifed for Years 
together. 
2dly, The faid Governor had permitted the Powder, 
without which there was no defending the Ifland, to be 
imbezil’d and wafted ; and Money to be accepted in liew 
thereof; fo that, inftead of 800 Barrels, which was 
wont to be the ufual Quantity of Powder in the Grand 
Magazine, there was found there about eight Months 
before, (at which Time the Perfon who had long held 
the Office of Store-keeper under his Excellency was 
turn’d out, anda new one chofen by the Affembly) no 
more than 87 Barrels 3-and what made that Charge the 
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more heinous and heavy, was, that the Truft, Care and 
Cuftody of the Magazine, had been notorioufly known 
for four Years then laft paft, to have been in the Hands 
of one of his Excellency’s Domefticks, Wiiliam Webfter, 
Efq; Deputy Publick Secretary of this Ifand, and alfo 
his Excellency’s Secretary and principal Agent, on whom 
he had moreover beflow’d the following Places and Off- 
ces, viz. thofe of Major of the Guards, Mafter of the 
Guards, Mafter in Chancery, Captain and Chief Gun- 
ner of the principal Fortifications in the Ifland, Super- 
vifor of the Fortifications, Surveyor General, and Cap- 
tain and Commander of the Magazine Guard ; and the 
Petitioners begged Leave to obferve on that Head, that 
the Offices of Store-keeper and Publick Secretary were 
incompatible to be held by one and the fame Perfon, the 
Secretary being the only Check and Comptroller of the 
Store-keeper ; and that in Cafe of a War, there was no 
Poffibility of purchafing in this, or any other his Maje- 
fty’s Weft-India Colonies, Powder fufficient for the De+ 
fence of this Ifland, _ ‘ 

The faid Governor had encouraged and counténanc’d, 
and continu’d to encourage and countenance feveral of 
the Officers in the Ifland, and particularly the Deputy 
Secretary, and Deputy and Provoft-Marfhal, in taking 
moft exorbitant and illegal Fees, to the great Oppreffion 
and Impoverifhing of the Inhabitants of this Ifland, 
who had hitherto complain’d thereof in vain. 

And the faid. Petition further fet forth, that the fhid 
Grievances, and many others, tending to the Impove- 
rifhment and Ruin of the Ifland, were ftill the more 
infupportable from the difmal Apprehenfions his Maje- 
fty’s Subjeéts here lie under, in Cafe of a War, the F Stel 
and other Fortifications of the Ifland having gotie to 
Ruin, the Breaft-Works and Batteries being broken 
down, the great Guns difmounted, and without Cartria- 

es, Warlike Stores of all Kinds neceffary for the De- 

ence of the Ifland being wholly wanted, and there be- 
ing no Poffibility, in Cafe of a War, of purchafing in 
this, or other his Majefty’s Weft-India Colonies, a fait. 
cient Quantity of Powder or other Stores, and the In« 
habitants not in a Condition of bearing the neceffary 
Charges either of buying Powder fufficient on any Oc- 
cafion (were the fame to be purchafed) or repairing the 
ruinous Condition the Forts and Fortifications were then 
in, while the heavy Tax which they had for fo many 
Years paid, chiefly for his Excellency’s Ufe, was oe 
tinu’d 5 
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tinu’d; by which Tax, almoft all the current Cafh of 
this Iffand was annually brought together, and hoarded 
in his Excellency’s Coffers, Trade was ftagnated, and 
the Value of the Produce of the Ifland was very confide- 
rably lower’d, to the vaft Damage of the diftrefs’d In- 
habitants, who were forced to part with their Goods at 
any Price, to raife their Quota of a Tax, not only heavy 
in itfelf, but much more fo in Regard of the ill Effetts 
it had upon Trade, and the Markets in the Colony. 

And the faid Petition further fet forth, that the Peti- 
tioners were ready to prove the Truth of the Allega- 
tions of the faid Petition, on any Enquiry which his 
Majefty fhall pleafe to direst. 

And therefore they moft humbly pray’d his Majeity, 
to take the miferable State of this Colony into this Royal 
Confideration, and to do what to his Majefty in his great 
Wifdom fhould feem proper for the Relief thereof. 

And the faid Committee fay, that they have ferioufly 
confider’d the faid Petition, and onthe ftriéteft Enquiry 
are humbly of Opinion that the Allegations thereof 
were true. 

And they obferve, with much Satisfa&tion, that tho’ 
the faid Petition mifcarry’d, as to any Redrefs being 
granted thereon in Great Britain, yet it was not with- 
out fome good Effeéts here, fince his Excellency has 
fince been pleafed to get together, from Cura/o, and elfe- 
where, Powder to fupply the Place of what was want- 
ing in the Magazine, and to take the Office of Chief 
Gunner out of the Hands of the Secretary, whofe Office 
of Secretary was incompatible with it, as his Excellency 
feems to have thought, tho’ his Council refolved other- 
wife. 

Thus fome of the Grievances complain’d of by that 
Petition have in fome Meafure ceafed ; but the reft ftill 
remain, and particularly the heavy Tax for his Excel- 
lency’s Ufe, 

The Committee cannot but take Notice, that the Gen- 
tlemen who fubmitted to that pernicious Settlement, 
befides the Inducements thereto fet forth in the recited 
Petition, had this further Inducement, viz. his Excel- 
lency’s Promife that he would be -fatisfy’d with that 
Settlement, and make no other Demands upon the Pyb- 
lick during his Government here ; but inftead thereof 
the Lonneateyee find that his Excellency (far from being 
ontent with that Settlement ) has all along had not 
only his Houfe-Rent paid y him by.the Publick, and 
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his Wines Duty free, (as other Governors who had far 
Jefs Appointments have on that Confideration ufually 
had) but demanded from the Publick, and had aétually 
paid him at once, upwards of two thoufand Pounds, for 
fuppofed Repairs of his Houfe and Garden, a Sum fuffi- 
cient to have bought them. And no Arts or Means 
have been omitted, that might any wife improve his 
Excellency’s Advantages over the Publick: Confiderable 
Sums of Money have been demanded and paid under 
Colour of the Gardner’s and Cooper’s Salaries, and very 
Jately a Demand has been made upon the Publick of no 
lefsa Sum than 9501. 35. as due to the Deputy Secre- 
tary, William Webjter, Efq; for Services pretended to be 
done by him for the Publick ; and at the fame Time 
his Excellency has refufed to let the Houfe (who hum- 
bly addtefs’d to him to have a Copy of the faid Web/tr’s 
Account laid before them) know what thofe Services are. 
This the Committee the rather mention, becaufe it is 
generally agreed, that Mr. Webfter holds his Office under 
Francis Whitworth, Efq; the Patentee at a certain Rent, 
in Truft for, and to the Ufe of, his Excellency. 

The Committee now proceed to reprefent to the Houfe 
fome other Grievances that the Ifland now lies under, 
fuch, indeed, as apparently tend not only to the impo- 
verifhing, but the utter Deftru€tion of this Colony, viz, 
the Jate prodigious Increafe of the French Sugar Colonies, 
and the vaft Trade they now carry on to our Northern 
Colonies, and Ireland, while our Power and Trade daily 
decreafe. 

The exorbitant Power of the French, at our very 
Doors, threatens us with inflant Deftruétion in Cafe of 
a War; for-not only Martinique, and the other Iflands 
belonging to the French, are now full of Men, Arms, 
and Money ; but they poffefs, and have confiderable Bo- 
dies of Men on Dominique, St.Vincent, and even Sanéta 
Lucia, all of them within his Excellency’s Government, 
by the exprefs Words of his Majefty’s Commiffion ; who 
has however, under Pretence of fome Political Reafons, 
however deftruétive to his Majefty’s Subjeéts in the Bri- 
tifh Colonies, thought fit of late, to difclaim his. being 
Governor of the laft mention’d Ifland, and utterly re- 
fufed, in the Cafe of Mr, Batt, a Merchant of this 
Ifland, to grant a Regifter for a Veffel built there by 
him, tho’ that Gentleman produced to his Excellency 
the Opinion of his Majefty’s Attorney-General in Great 
Britain, that fuch Regifler ought to be granted by 7 
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“Thus the French Power in the Weft Indies increafes, 
while ours daily decreafes, and their Trade flourifhes, 
while ours languifhes, and they have Vents for their Su- 
gars, while ours confined to Great Britain, lie there pe- 
rifhing in the Warehoules. 

But thefe are Grievances for which ne Remedy can be 
had but from his Sacred Majefty, whofe paternal Care ex- 
tends to all his Dominions, and will not fuffer the leaft 
of them to perifh, if a right and timely Application be 
made for Relief; but fuch is the unhappy Fate of this 
Colony at prefent, that we only of all his Majetty’s Co- 
Jonies are not permitted to have Agents in Great Britain 
toreprefent our Grievances tothe beft of Princes. 

His Excellency indeed was pleas’d fome Time fince to 
Jet the Affembly know, that he was extreamly forry to 
hear that the Trade carried on from the Northern Colo- 
nies to the French and Dutch Plantations was fo very pre- 
judicial to the Sale of the Product of thisIfland, and that 
it was neceffary a Law fhould be made to appoint Agents 
to be employ’d at the Publick Expence for the negotiating 
of all the Publick Affairs of this Ifland in Great Britain s 
and that he would not be backward in relation thereto, 
whenever it was propofed in a Way agreeable to the 
ufual Praétice, and confiftent with the juft Privileges 
of every Branch of the Legiflature. 

The Houfe relying on this Affurance, lately paffed an 
Agent’s Bill every Way agreeable to the ufual Praétice, 
and confiftent with the juft Privileges of every Branch 
of the Legiflature, and fent it up to the Council for their 
Concurrence; but the Fate of that Bill is too well 
known: The Council inftantly upon the firft Reading 
flung it out, and that without giving any Reafon what- 
ever for fo doing: But this the Committee are not at a 
Lofs to account for: His Excellency (though theWorld is 
to believe that he takes no Notice of any Bil! ’till it paf- 
fed the Council, and comes to him for his Allowance or 
Difallowance) prefides in the Council whenjany Bill 
comes to be read there, and rules the Debate ; and hardy 
muft the Man be, who dares vote contrary to his declar’d 
Sentiments. 

The Committee find themfelves upon this Occafion une 
der a Neceflity of reprefenting to the Houfe, though with 
much Pain and Relu&tance, the avowed Behaviour of 
fome of the Gentlemen of the Council, who, far from 
making the Laws of the Land, and the Good of their 
Kountry the Rules of their Condutt, have ated of late 
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as if they looked upon themfelves indifpenfably obliged 
to concur with his Excellency, in every Attempt of his 
on our Liberties and Properties. Thofe Gentlemen there- 
fore at as they are direfted by his Excellency, fign 
whatever Addreffes he procures to be ready drawn for 
them, endeavour by all Ways and Means to get his Crea- 
tures return’d Affembly Men, and Veftry Men, and up- 
on thefe Occafions they menace, terrify and mal-treat the 
fober and fubftantial Freeholders, many of whom are de- 
nied their Votes, whilft others no wife qualified are en- 
couraged and fuffered to Poll; and this notorious Par- 
tiality appears not only upon Eleétions of Affembly Men 
and Veftry Men, but alfo in their returning of — for 
the Grand Seffions, confifting of the meaneft of the Peo. 
ple, and out of thefe are prick’d by his Excellencies Fa- 
vourite Judges, occafionally made for the Purpofe, fuch 
Grand Juries as twice a Year, in their Panegyricks on 
his Excellency, rail at all thofe that happen to be of 
Sentiments different to theirs. 

But this Evil will continue as long as Gentlemen of 
little vifible Interefts of their own, and who are of no 
other Confideration than what his Excellency’s Recom- 
mendations would feem to entitle them to, compofe the 
Majority of that Body, and the Fear of an immediate 
Sufpenfion in Cafe of Non-compliance with his Excel- 
lency’s Interefts or Paffions, frequently influences them 
all to the meaneft Submiffion. ’ 

The Committee beg Leave to offer it as their Opinion 
to the Houfe, that of all the feveral enumerated Grie- 
vances and Dangers that this Ifland feels or fears (though 
all of them require a due Regard) that of the Increafe 
of the French Powerand Trade, and the Decreafe of our 
own feems to demand the moft ferious Confideration and 
the moft immediate Care of this Houfe, and that it 
will be proper forthwith to prefer an humble Ad- 
drefs to his Moft Gracious Majefty for Relief therein. 

The Committee know, that a Petition of many of the 
principal Inhabitants of this Ifland to his Majefty, 
veprefenting the prefent unhappy State of this ce 
and praying Redrefs, has been fome Time fince tranf- 
mitted, and prefented to her Majefty, and that the fame 
is carried on by them at their private Expence ; and 
the Committee know too, that that Petition has been 
oppofed at the Board of Trade by his Excellency, and 
shat his Agent Mr. Sharpe now oppofes the fame,

The Committee cannot but approve of thofe Petitio- 
ners laudable Zeal to ferve, or rather to fave their Couns 
try ; but at the fame Time are of Opinion, that an Appli+ 
cation from the whole Legiflature here (if that may be 
obtained) or otherwife from this Houfe alone, may have 
more Weight than can poffibly be fuppofed to be had {rom 
any private Application. 

Order’d, Thereupon, that Fokn Pickering, Francis Ford, 
Samuel Palmer, Fohn Walcott and John Brathwaite, Efqrs. 
Orany three of them, be a Committee to prepare an 
Addrefs from this Houfe to his Majefty upon the Subje& 
Matter of the faid Report, and that they lay the fame 
before the Houfe at the next Sitting. 

Ordev’d, That James Bruce and Francis Ford Efquires, 
attend his Excellency to know his Excellency’s pleafure 
fo what time his Houfe fhall adjourn, and they accore 
dingly went toattend his Excellency. 

Then ‘ohn Brathwait and ohn Walcott Efquires, withe 
drew with the Leave of the Houfe. 

Then the Members appointed to attend his Excellency, 
return’d and acquainted the Houfe, that they had attended 
his Excellency according to Order, and that it is his Ex- 
cellency’s Pleafure that the Houfe do adjourn to next

The Speech of his Excellency Henry Worfley, E/q; Captain 
General and Governor in — Barbados, and the reft 
of the Caribbee Iflands to Windward of Guardaloupe, 


Gentlemen of the Council, and of the Afjembly, 
, AS I am at prefent to apply to youin your Legiflative 
Capacity, I know nothing more fuitable to the Oc- 
cafion, than to obferve the Advantage you énjey, in ha- 
ving fo great a Share in making Laws for the good to 
Government of this Ifland, and thereby put you in — 
Q 
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* ef the Duty you always owe your Sovereign, in the Ex- 
ercife of that Power, which is derived merely from the 
Royal Favour. 

Gentlemen of the Affembly, 

As the Excife Bill will foon expire, I muft recommend 
it to you, not to Jofe any time in the preparing a new 
one 3 it is unnecefflary for me to teil you, that the Sup- 
port of this Government chiefly depends upon it. I muft 
likewife recommend to you, the ruinous Condition of 
the Fortifications and Guard Houfes, and that fome Pro- 
wifion may be made for the repairing them. 

I am now to inform you, that I have receiv’d an Order 
of Council, dated the rsth of Auguft 1728, in relation 
to Francis Whitworth, Efq; his Majefty’s Secretary of 
this Ifand, that Gentlemen having, by Fetition to the 
King, with an Account annex’d, reprefented, that the 
Government here is confiderably indebted to him, for 
making Copies and Duplicates of the Minutes of Coun- 
cil, and Aéts of Afflembly, for his, Majefty’s Secretary of 
State, and for the Lords Commiffioners for Trade, as like- 
wife for other publick Services, from the Second of April 
1719, tothe iftof March 1726. His Majefty was gra- 
cioufly pleas’d to order, that the Governor or Commander 
in Chief of his Majefty’s Ifland of Barbados, for the 
Time being, do, with the Council, examine and fettle 
the faid Account ; and that his Majefty’s faid Governor 
do earneftly recommend to the affembly of the faid Ifland, 
the immediate Payment of what fhould be found due to 
him, upon proper Vouchers, according to the ufual and 
accuftom’d Fees given upon the like Oceafions ; and alfo 
the taking Care to pay for the future, whatever fliall be- 
come due to the Secretary for fuch Services as fhall be 
perform’d by him or his Deputy for the Publick. In 
Purfuance to this Order, I have caus’d the faid Account 
to be ftriétly examin’d before me in Council, and find, 
by the proper Vouchers and other Jegal Evidence, there 
was juftly due to the faid Francis Whitworth, on the ft 
Day of March 1726, the Sum of 1080/. 10s. according 
to the ufual and accuftom’d Fees. 

I have alfo receiv’d another Order of Council, of the 
fame Nature, and with the like Direftions, dated the 18 
of Auguft 1729, in Favour of the Lord V:fcount Mickel- 
thwait, whofe Account, from the 24th of April 1714, to 
the 1ft of April 1719 has been examin’d, as the former 
was, and on which there appears to be due to him the 
Sum of 7931.34.94. 
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I have jointly with the Council, in Obedience to the 
fuid Orders, in the fame Manner examin’d what is due 
to Mr. Whitworth, for Services done the Publick by 
William Webfter, Efq 3 the. prefent Deputy Secretary of 
the IMand, ‘from the 1ft of March 1726, to the 26th of 
March 1729, arid do find the Sum amounts to 95 /. 3 5. 

As the Money is manifeftly owing for Bufinefs aftually 
done for the publick, after having told you his Majefty 
had commanded me earneftly to recommend to you the 
immediate Payment of what fhould be found due, I need 
no further Arguments to perfuade you to make {peedy 
Provifion for the Payment of it. 

I muft not forget to obferve, what is but too notorious 
to every body, That the Royal Order, touching the A& 
for fupporting the Honour and Dignity of the Govern- 
ment, has not hitherto had the due Effect, which fo fa- 
cred an Authority ought to have produc’d 5 and altho” 
fome Doubts were formerly ftarted, with refpeét to the 
Validity thereof; they are now, you are fenfible, intirely 
remov'd by the faid Order, which in explicit Terms de- 
clares it to be in full Force: ~ 

As for what is paft, I am willing to believe that Mi- 
ftakes and Mifapprehenfions (to which every Bedy is 
fubje& ) may have been the Occafion of it; and there- 
fore, to re&tify the Errors that may have been commit- 
ted in the Execution of the Laws, I would not reject 
or oppofe any Thing that may be proper for me to lay 
before his Majefty, for his moft gracious Commands 
_thereon. 

Gentlemen of the Council, and of the Affembly, 

By what Ihave juft now faid, I would not have it 
underftood, that I prefume to difpence with the Execu- 
tion of this Law, for in the mean while, I muft do my 
Duty, the Law muft take its Courfe, and all Perfons 
concerned therein, muft yield due Obedience thereto, 
as they will anfwer the contrary. 
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To his Excellency Henry Worfley, E/y, Captain General and 
Governor in Chief of Barbadoes, and the reft of the Cha- 
ribee Ifands to Windward of Guardaloupe, Gc. 


The humble Addre/s of the Meméers of his Majefty’s Coun- 
cilia this Ifland, 


May it pleafe your Excellency, 
Y OUR Excellency’s Speech at the firft Meeting of 
the prefent General Affembly, being direéted to 
us, as wellas to them, we think it a Duty incumbent 
on us to acknowledge our entire Concurrence with your 
Excellency in what was fo candidly and fo juftly offer’d - 
on that Occafion ; and at the fame time we humbly pre- 
fume to declare our Opinion, that nothing but the moft 
perverfe Spirit of Oppofition can ever be capable of 
mifconftruing it fo far as to infer any Intention that is 
not perfeétly confiftent with the true Intereft of this 
Ifand. . 
We are fully fenfible of the Advantage we enjoy in 
having a Share in making Laws; and as that Power 
is folely deriv’d from his moft Sacred Majefty, we, for 
our Parts, fhall be particularly careful in the Exercife of 
it, that nothing derogatory of the Royal Authority do 
pafs this Board, altho’ colour’d with the moft plaufible 
Pretences, or back’d in the moft popular Manner ; being 
well fatisfied, that the only Way to proteét the People 
in their juft Privileges, is inviolably to fupport the 
Prince in his undoubted Rights : According to this 
Rule it is that we have hitherto conftantly rejetted 
any Bill that has come before us, or amended fuch Clau- 
fes init, as in our humble Apprehenfions, had the leaft 
Tendency to encroach on the Prerogative of the Crown; 
and we beg Leave to affure your Excellency, that our 
future Conduét fhall be inflexibly the fame in all In- 
ftances of the like Nature. 

As the Support of this Government does in a great 
Meafure depend upon the Excife Act, which long Expe- 
rience has found the ealieft Method to raife Money for 
that End, it muft appear to every one that withes well 
to his Country, highly neceffary that the fame fhould 
be renewed in due time ; which being accordingly done, 
we could heartily have wifh’d too, that all propcr and ac- 
cuftomed Ufes had been mentioned therein; and we 
confefs it fecms fomewhat extraordinary to us, that al- 
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tho’ the ruinous Condition of our Fortifications and 
Guard Houfes (fo often recommended by your Excel- 
lency) is univerfally known, yet no Provifjon.at all has 
been made for the repairing them, while the Want of it 
has notwithftanding been for fome Years paft made the 
trite Subje&t of Complaint. 

This brings us to take Notice of the Royal Orders in 
Favour of Francis Whitworth, Efq; and the Lord Vif- 
count Micklethwait, with relation to Money due to them 
from the Government here, for making Copies and Du- 

licates of the Minutes of Council, and Acts of the Af- 
embly, for his Majefty’s Secretary of State, and for the 
Lords Commiffioners for Trade and other Publick Ser- 
vices, the Accounts whereof were dire&ted to be examin’d 
and fettled by the Governor and Council. As we are 
Witneffes of the Care and Circumfpeftion with which 
your Excellency caus’d thofe Accounts to be examin‘d, 
by infifling on the ftrifteft Proof, both in regard to the 
Bufinefs done, and the Quantum of the feveral Charges, 
it isthe greater Surprize tous, that any ObjeCtion fhould 
pofibly be made to the immediate Payment of what is 
due thereon. Nothing furely is more reafonable, than that 
Services done the Publick fhould be rewarded by the 
Publick, fince no private Perfon is oblig’d to do it; and 
as this has been always ufed, and is now conftantly prac- 
tifed, even with refpe&t to the Officers of the General 
Affembly, who are annually paid out of the Treafury for 
their Services, we think it equally juft that fuch as are 
of the Nature of thofe above fpecitied, fhould be alfo 
pun@ually difcharg’d out of the fume Fund: To which 
purpofe we entreat your Excellency to believe that we 
thall always be ready, with the greateft Chearfulnefs, 
todo our Duty in that Particular, as well as in Behalf 
of William Webfter, Efq; the prefent Deputy Secretary ; 
and we are alfo willing to hope, that on further Confj- 
deration it cannot meet with any Obftacle elfewhere, 

The Contempt of Laws is a Crime of a very heinous 
Nature, and of the moft dangerous Confequence 3 but 
when to that is added Difobedience to the immediate 
Commands of the Supream Lord of this Place, and our 
moft gracious Sovereign, grounded too on a Law of our 
own making, we tremble at the Thoughts of it. *Tis 
with unfpeakable Cancern, therefore, that we find the 
Royal Order touching the A& for fupporting the Ho- 
nour and Dignity of the Government, has not had the 
dye Effect which fo facred an Authority ought to have 
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duced, and which might well have been expetted from 
it: We muft, however, in Juftice to the generality of 
the Inhabitants, acknowledge, that till fome fuperficial 
Doubts concerning the Validity of the faid A& were 
artfully raifed, and with no lefs Induftry difpers’d by 
a few of fuperiour Rank, they freely and honeftly com- 
plied with the Duties thereby requir'd, as they would 
otherwife unqueftionably have doneto this Day: And’tis 
a fad Refle&tion tous, that notwithftanding thofe Doubts 
are now entirely remov’d, the like Arts and Induftry 
fhould be ftill employ’d to evade, and, as far as may be, 
render ineffeCtual the fame Law, which they were not 
able at once to deftroy, while yet the levying the Penal- 
ties and Forfeitures by that Means voluntarily and obfti- 
nately incurr’d, is very gravely reprefented as an Into- 
lerable Grievance. But we have the Satisfa€tion to ob- 
ferve, that thofe Penalties and Forfeitures ( when they 
come to be levied-) will juftly fall on fuch only as are 
well able to bearthem, and not on the poorer Sort of 
People, who are plainly difcharg’d by the exprefs Words 
of the Law it felf, tho’ it has been fpeciouily infinuated 
as if they were to be the unhappy Sufferers on that Ac- 
count, ’ 

The Willingnefs your Excellency has fhewn to im- 
pute ( what we fear may be too truly call’d ) paft Faults 
and Mifcarriages to mere Miftakes and Mifapprehen- 
fions, is altogether agreeable to the humane and generous 
Principles you fo often praétife on other Occafions ; 
and we fincerely wifh it may have the Influence it de- 
ferves. But be that as it will, we cannot conclude this 
Addrefs, without declaring our unanimous Refolution 
( whatever may have been taken by others to the con- 
trary ) to exert the utmoft of our Power towards ren- 
dering the future Part of your Government as advanta- 
geous asthe Law which was pafs’d on your firft coming 
to it manifeftly intended it fhould be, during the whole 
Time of your Refidence amongft us: And this we are 
neceffirily prompted to, from a thorough Perfuafion that 
your Excellency will continue todo every Thing on your 
Part, that may conduce to the real Happinefs of our 
Country,

Towhich Addrefs his Excellency was pleas’d to give 
the following Anfwer. 


Gentlemen of the Council, 

1 Thank you for, this Addrefs. It is the greateft Satisfaftion 

to me, to find that my Sentiments are /upported by yours. 
Your juft Regard to his Majefty’s Orders in Council, and 
the Leal you expre/s for the due Odfervance of a Law of 
this Ifland, by which the Duties impofed are granted to his 
Majefty, his Heirs, and SuccefJors, tio’ appropriated to par- 
ticular Ufes, and which has been enforc’d by her Majefty’s 
Order in Council, is highly commendable. 

As tomy felf, I am extreamly oblig’d to you for your una- 
nimous Refolution, to exert your utmof? Power to make my 
Government as advantageous to me, as it was intended it 
Should be 3 and I do affure you, how different foever the 
Conduét of others may be, as it is my Duty, fo it is my Incli- 
nation and Refolution, to do every Thing that is in my Powe 
er to promote the true Happinefs of this Ifland. 


In the Addrefs of the Affembly it being mention’d, 
that the Sugar Plantations of the French are in a very 
flourifhing Condition, while our own are in a declining 
State ; it may not be amifs to give fome more particular 
Account of that Matter, from a Treatife lately publifl’d, 
entituled, the Trade and Navigation of Great Britain 
confider’d. 

The Sugar Trade was originally in the Hands of the 
Portuguefe, who fupply’d moft part of Europe with their 
Brazil Sugars; which were at firft fold (that is the white 
Sugars) from feven to Eight Pounds per Hundred. But 
as the Engli/h Plantations increas’d in making Sugars, they 
brought the Price of thofe of the Brazils to Fifty Shil- 
lings or Three Pounds per Hundred ; and fince that Time 
we have beat them out of almoft all that Trade on this 
Side the Streights Mouth. But befcre this could be done, 
our Planters of Barbadoes and other Iflands, were forc’d 
to fell theirs at Six, Seven, or Eight Shillings per Huns 
died ; by which the Portuguexze in Brazil being dif- 
courag’d from going on, the Trade was left in our Hands, 
in good Meafure ; and the Confumption of Sugars increa- 
fing, gave us an Opportunity of raifing ours exceeds 
ingly. 

The late King of Frarce, among his other Schemes for 
making himafelf Sovereign of Euyope,, was very attentive 
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to the Affair of Commerce, as knowing that to be the 
fureft Way of bringing in that Wealth which is call’d the 
Sinews of War. He gave all imaginable Affiftance to thofe 
who were capable, and difpofed to carry it on ; and be- 
ing poffefs’d of Martinico, Guardalupe, and other Iflands 
in the Gulph of Mexico, he fet the People at work to 
raife Sugars there; and from thofe Places Fraxce had not 
only a fufficient fupply for their own Confumption, but 
brought a confiderable Treafure into that Kingdom. This 
fuccefs put the French upon feizing Part of the Ifland of 
Hifpaniola, which being very fertile, and proper for Su- 
gar, inclined the Planters to fettle there ; but wanting 
Stocks to tranfport themfelves, and to ereft Works, the 
King, as “tis faid, paid the Paffage of all fuch as were 
willing to fettle them‘elves and Families in thofe Co- 
Jonies, with an Allowance for Provifions, and other 
‘Neceffaries for maintaining them a whole Year after their 
Arrival, befidesother Jarge Encouragements; this foon 
put them upon making fuch Quantities of Sugar, that 
they have of late Years generally underfuld us in the 
Markets of Hamburg, Holland, Flanders, &c. which about 
35 or 40 Years ago were chietly fupplied by us. Befides 
this, the Ifland of Barbados is: very much worn out, and 
does not afford the fume Quantity of Sugars it did here- 
tofore ; yet the Planters live in great Splendor, and at 
a vaft Expence; while the French in the Ifland of Hi/- 
paniola live very frugally; which, with other Advan- 
tages, enables them to underfell us. 
Thus far the Subftance of what that penetrating Writer 
fays upon this Subje&t.

The Speech of his Excellency Robert Johnfon, E/g; Gover- 
nor of South Carolina, at his firft Meeting the General 
Affemb'y there. i 


Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen, 

€ H E King our Royal Mafter having been pleas’d to 
‘ appoint me his Governor of this his Province, I 
© took the firft Opportunity (after receiving his Roval 
© Commands ) to repair hither; where, on my Arival, 
finding an Affembly newly ele&ted which had never fat 
to do any Bufinefs, confidering how fhort a Time there 
willbe fora Seffion before the Seafon of the Year will 

€ make you defire to be at your feveral Plantations; hos 
LONE 
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how much Time a new Eleétion would require, and 
trufting entirely in the goed Difpofition you would 
meet in, to do what fhould be found neceffary for fet- 
tling and promoting the good of the Province, I chofe 
rather to meet you at this time, not in the leaft doubt- 
ing but you will confirm my good Opinion of you, by 
cheartully andunanimoufly proceeding, in Conjunction 
with his Majefty’s Council, to concert fuch Meafures 
as may effeftually put this Province in a flourilhing 
Condition, which is capable of being, under his Ma- 
jetty’s Influence and Prote¢tion, one of the moft Con- 
fiderable on the Main Land, 
Gentlemen of the Council and Alfembly, 
© His Majefty, out of his great Goodnefs and Fatherl y 
Care of you, and at the earneft Requeft and Solicita- 
tions of yourfelves, has been gracioufly pleafed at a 
great Expence to purchafe Seven Eighths of the late 
Lords Proprietors Charter, whereby you are become 
under his immediate Government; a Bleffing and Secu- 
curity we have been long praying for, and folicitous of ; 
the good Effetts of which we daily experience by the 
Safety we enjoy, as well inour Trade, by the Proteétion 
of his Ships of War, as by Land, by an independent 
Company maintain’d purely for our Safety and Encou- 
ragement. The taking off the Enumeration of Rice, * 
isa peculiar Favour, therefore if we obftruét not our 
own Intereft, we may be a happy People, and which, 
Tam perfuaded, you will think obliges us to a chear- 
ful and ready: Obedience to his Majefty’s Commands, 
which are only calculated toimprove this Colony, and 
you will return your humble and unfeigned Thanks for 
his particular Care and Concern for you. 
© His Majefty has been gracioufly pleas’d to grant me 
fufficient Powers to join with you, and confent to fuch 
Laws as may beft contribute to this good End, and I 
doubt not but that as I am very well known to you all, 
you will have fo juft an Opinion of me, as not to doubt 
but I fhall fo do, though it were not my own Intereit by 
fo great a Part of my private Fortune being here ; 
which, though it may very reafonably be thought fome 
Engagement, yet I take this Opportunity to affure you, 
is the leaft Motive to induce me todo all in my Pow- 
er to further the Profperity of a Province in which [ 
have paffed fo great a Part of my Life, and which, in my 
private Capacity, I have always done both by my felf 
© and

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and Friends whom [ happily engaged, and did intereft 
themfelves in a very particular and diftinguifhing Mane 
ner, in procuring the Good and Intereft thereof; and 
if any Perfons defire to oblige me, the moft effectual Way 
will be by doing what in them lies, to promote the Pub- 
lick Welfare, eftablifh the Publick Credit, paying the 
Provincial Debts, now near four Years in Arrears, and 
in the beft Manner provide for its future Welfare and: 
Security, and (if any do ftill fubfift) forget all former 
Animofities, and contend only for the future who fhall 
thew: themfelves the beft and moft grateful Subjeéts to 
his Majetty, the beft Patriots and the moft difinterefted 
in any thing but the Peace, Good and Profperity of 
the Province. 

* As I have his Majefty’s Royal Commands, fo I muft 
enjoin you in your feveral Stations, to fee that all the 
Laws now in Force again{t Immorality and Impiety, be 
ftritly put in Execution, and if there be any Defeét 
in the Laws already made for this Purpofe, you fhall 
not want my Affiftance to ena&t fuch others as may beft 
conduce to this defirable End. And that Principles of 
this Nature may be inculcated and tranfmitted to our 
Pofterity, I cannot omit putting you in Mind of taking 
particular Care to promote and encourage the Publick 
Schools of this Province, particularly that near Charles 
Town, for the Edificdtion of our Youth. Iam defi- 
rous to give you the earlieft Affurances, that I fhall be 
always ready to lend my helping Hand to any Encou- 
ragement you {hall think neceffary for fuch laudable 
Foundations. 

Gentlemen of the Lower Hou/e, 

© I have order’d the King’s Treafurer to lay before you 
a State of the Debts of this Province, as far as they are 
come to his Knowledge, the Payment of which I 
muft now again recommend to you to provide for, and 
I fhall be ready to concurr with you in the moft ef- 
fe&tual Way of fo doing: I mutt alfo defire you to pro- 


- vide for the ordinary and contingent Expences of the 
- Current Year. 


© I have given Dire€tions to the Clerk of his Majefty’s 
Council, to lay before you an Authentick Copy of the 
32 and 33d Articles of the InftruGtions I have had the 
Honour to receive from his Majefty, to be communicated 
to youat your firft Meeting, relating to the Support of 
his Governors and other Officers in this Province. 
From the entire Confidence I have in your Lo 
” Sas * an 
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© and Gratitude to his moft Sacred Majeity, I doubt not 
© but it will: have its due Weight with you, and therefore 
© I hope I have no manner of Occafion to fay any thing 
© more to enforce it. 

‘ The ruinous Condition of the Fortifications of 
© Charles-Town and Sohknfon’s Fort and others, require 
* -your immediate Attention to put in Repair: I was not 
* wanting in my Applications to his Majefty, to be fup- 
© ply’d with neceffary Storesof War for this Province, 
© and fuch Progrefs was made in it before I departed,

© his Majefty’s Order I brought fafe back, with a confi-

Mention being made in this Speech of the raifing 
Hemp and Silk.in this Colony, it may not be unpleafant 
to the Reader, to give him the Thoughts of the above 
Author * on the greatBenefits that may arife to our Couns 
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* The Trade and Navigittion of Great Britain canfider’d, &e. 
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try from a due Care had of the Cultivation of thofe ufeful 
Commodities in our Plantations, and the Advantages we 
are poffeffed of for that Purpofe ; the rather, fince his 
Work has been. well receiv’d by the Publick, and had 
the Honour to engage the Attention and Regard of their 
Majefties in particular. 
As to Silk, he fays, 
© If Care was taken to cultivate and improve the rai- 
fing of Silk in our Plantations, Carolina, Virginia, Ma- 
ryland and Penfylvania, they would produce the beft of 
Silk, and as fit for Organzine as any in the World; for 
thefe Countries produce vaft Numbers. of white and 
other Mulberry Trees, which grow wild, and fpring 
up almoft every where in great Abundance, which 
Jooks as if Nature had called us thither to propagate 
that Manufaéture ; and if put on Foot, would in Time 
be of as great Advantage to this Nation, as any Em- 
ployment in the Plantations; for, as I have already ob- 
ferv’d, the Manufatture of Silk is a moft profitable 
Undertaking, where the Land and Air is proper for 
railing it. 
© The vaft Riches of China by this Manufa&ture is fuf- 
ficient to demonftrate the great Advantage thereof; and 
the extraordinary Treafure the Duke of Savoy draws 
into his Country by Silk, which is made in that little 
Principality of Piedmont, as I have already obferv’d, is 
alfo another Inftance 3 we may judge, if he draws above 
Two hundred thoufand Pounds a Year from England, 
what his Profits are which he draws from Holland, 
and other Places where the Manufa€ture is carried on to 
avery great Degree. 
© Weare inform’d, the very Land for planting of Mul- 
berry-Trees in many Parts of Italy, is worth from three 
to five Poundsan Acre; and Gentlemen there, as well 
as in Sicily, fell their Mulberry Leaves to the Poor, 
for half the Silk they make, and the Money is equal- 
ly divided between them upon Sale of the Silk; and 
that the Leaves of a Tree there hath yielded three or 
four Pounds. Now, if the Manufaéture of Silk, and 
the planting of Mulberry-Trees have rais’d the Land 
to be fo valuable, and fome Gentlemen receive fuch 
confiderable Revenues from their Crops -of Leaves, 
very great Things may be expeéted by our encoura- 
© ging and promoting the Manufagture of Silk in our 
© Colonies, where as much Land may be had for Six- 
© pence, as in Italy for Five Pounds, And if great

© Numbers of Mulberry-Trees were planted among the 
© Indian Nations bordering on our Settlements, and fome 
© skilful good Temper’d Perfons employ’d to inftruét 
© them in the proper Seafons for gathering Leaves, and 
© feeding the Worms, and rewarding them bountifully 
© fortheir Pains, thofe People might be brought to be 
© very profitable Subjeéts to this Nation, 

And again, 

© It may be noted, that very few Places are agreeable 
to the Silk Worm, and no Part of the World better 
than in our Colonies; no Silk clearer, more gloffy, of 
a better Body, nor fitter to anfwer the Ufe of fine 
Thrown Silk we have from Italy, than the fmall 
Quantity of Silk that has been imported from thence. 
© It is generally obferv’d, that all thofe Countriesthat 
produce the beft Silk, border upon the Sea, and lie 
pretty near the fame Latitude; our Plantations, the 
Province of Gilon and Nanking, and Chekiam in China, 
all border upon the Sea, and are pretty near the fame 
Latitude. Thofe Places in Turkey that produce Silk, 
border upon the Sea, and Ita/y and Sicily are in a Man- 
nerenviron’d by the Seas and the Provinces of @ra- 
nada, Murcia, and Valencia in Spain, the Places that 
produce the beft Silk, as wel] as Languedoc and Provence 
in France, all lie upon the Sea; Canton in China, and 
Bengal in India, lie Ten Degrees more to the South- 
ward, the Air of which Countries being hotter, is fup- 
pofed to be the Reafon why the Silk is of a bafer Sort, 
© As the great Advantages that arife to Portugal and 
Spain, as well as to us in our Sugar and Tobacco 
Plantations, is by the cheap Labour of Negroes or 
Slaves; the fame Cheapnefs of Labour might be of 
moft prodigious Advantage to us, if employ’d in our 
Colonies, in producing and making of Silk; and 
when that is over, may turn their Hands to raifing 
and drefling of Hemp and Flax, the Charge being little 
more than their Cloathing from England ; for the Earth 
there produces Provifions in Abundance. 

© We are told by Gentlemen of good Intelligence, the 
whole Charge of making a Pound of Silk in China does 
not fland in above Five Shillings, and almoft any Per- 
© fon, Man, Woman, or Child, may workat it; and a 
€ Man or Woman, with a Child to affift in direéting 
¢ the Thread of the Silk, may, with a proper Machine, 
* reel from the Cocone or Silk Bag, one Pound ina 


€ Duy. 
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© Wherethey have Land for little or nothing, and La- 
© bour perform’d as above, it is not reafonable to fup- 
© pofe that Silk can ftand in fo much. Now a Manu- 
© fa&ture of this Kind might be brought in a little 
© Time to fo great a Degree of Perfection, and fuch 
© Quantities raifed, that I fhould think the Labour of 
© Slaves employ’d in this Work, would produce above 
twice as much as thofe that are employ’d in planting 
either Sugar or Tobacco; and as this Nation very much 
inclines to the wearing Silk Garments in Imitation of 
the French, to the great Difcouragement of our Wool- 
Jen Manufa&ture, the Manufaéture of Silk from our 
Plantations would not only enable us to fupply our- 
felves, but to be capable of exporting very great Quan- 
tities of Silk fully manufaétured. ; 
We now goon to what he fays onthe other Article. 
© Hemp and Flax are fo ufeful in Navigation and 
Trade, that we cannot poflibly do without them ; the 
firft for Cordage of all Sorts, the latter for making 
Sail Cloth, as well as for the Linnen Manufa€tures that 
are carried on in this Kingdom ; andthe Czar of Mu/- 
covy being fenfible we muft have our Supply of Hemp, 
€3c. from him, has, ina Manner, made a Monopoly of 
it; and what he fells, will have his own Price for, 
in ready Money or Bills of Exchange, and the reft in 
fuch Goods as he thinks fit. The Neceflity we are 
under for thofe Commodities, ought to put us upon 
all imaginable Care and Study how to provide them, 
left we fhould happen to be under the fame Neceflity 
for them, that we were in the Year 1703, for Pitch 
and Tar, when the Government of Sweden abfolutely 
refufed to let us have them for our ready Money, other- 
wife than in their own Shipping from their Tar Com- 
pany here, at their own Price, and only in fuch 
Quantities as they thought fit. Upon that Difap- 
pointment, the Government, by allowing a confide- 
rable Encouragement for carrying on the Manufaétures 
of Pitch and far, had fufficient Quantities from our own 
Plantations; and it is greatly to be defired the like 
Encouragement was given for raifing Hemp and Flax ; 
for fince we have Plantations where Hemp and 
Flax, and ali Sorts of Naval] Stores may be rais’d, with 
fo many and fo great Ad vantages to this Kingdom, it 
would be unaccountable to leave us dependent and at 
an Uncertainty for them, and to be fupplied only by 
a Pxince that will be paid for them jufl as he pleas 
; ; oe ft; 
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© It is very well known, that our Land is too dear 
© for raifing Hemp and Flax, and what is grown here 
€ (though it is tough and makes ftrong Linnen) neither 
© dreffes fo kindly nor whitens fo well as that which 
¢ grows in warmer Climates. In Rufia the beft Hemp 
© and Flax grow in the Southermoft Parts of the King- 
* dom, where the Summer is hot and the Air clear, 
“and yet the Flax is not accounted fo good as that 

which grows in Feyptor Italy. | 

© Egypt has always been efteem’d for its Linnen, 

and now fupplies Leghorne with Quantities, and the 

Coaft of Syria, Afia Minor, Smyrna, Conftantinople, and 

other great Cities have a Supply of Hemp and Flax 
© from thence. Allour Colonies (which run twelve or 
© fourteen Hundred Miles in Length, and all the Way 
© border upon the Sea) have very hot Summers, the 
© Southermoft Parts of them lie near the fame Latitude 
© with Egypt, and the North Part much about the fame 
© with Ancona, or Bologna in Italy,where excellent Hemp 
© and Flax grow; therefore we have the greateft Profpect 
© to receive mighty Supplies of Hemp and Flax from 
‘them. Part of the Land in the Colonies is Very rich, 
© and of fo fmall Value, that there will be Opportuni- 
‘ ty of breaking up frefh as often as there is Occafion 
© to change the Ground, whichif laid down, will re- 
© cover itfelf again without the Charge of manuring, as 
© we do here, to the very great Damage of our ploughing 
* Lands. Nothing impoverifhes Land more than Hemp

© Settlements, where Provifions miy be raifed at fo fmill

* Now as the Woollen Manufafture, efpecially the 
courfe Part, has fpread itfelf of late into feveral Parts 
of the Kingdom, which has exceeded the Demand, 
and caufed great Stocks to lie by, if thofe rough Ma- 
terials of Hemp and Flax were prepared in our 
Plantations, the People in North-Britain, Gc. would 
foon find the Advantage of falling wpon that Manu- 
fa&ture, the laborious and courfe Part being perform’d 
abroad, the reft would invite not only the bose and 
Neceffitous, but People of better Circumftances to em- 
ploy their Time in it, 
‘ If thefe Propofitions are heartily put in Prd€tice, 
we may hope, that by providing the aforefaid rough 
Materials, we fhould have the delightful Profpe& of 
feeing Trade flourifh; for as the Silk and Linnen Ma- 
nufaétures, where brought to Perfeétion, are altogether 
as profitable to thofe Nations, as the Woollen now is 
to us; and as we increafe in our Linnen Manu/‘ac- 
tures, thofe of Si/efia, and all the Emperor’s Heredi- 
tary Countries, from whence we take fuch Quantities, 
muft abate of Courfe; their People will alfo refort 
to us, and help to carry them ons; for it has always 
been obferv’d, where new Manufa@tures are fet up, 
and take away Part from another Country, the Ma- 
nufatturers will likewife remove ; this was the Cafe 
of the Flemmings when Queen Elizabeth gave fuch great 
Encouragement to have the Woollen Manufa&ture re- 
moved hither, and ours, when we had that Inundation 
of China and India wrought Silks, cur Weavers went 
to Holland, Flanders, France, Gc. and feveral Streets in 
Spittlefields were almoft defolate ; and when thofe Silks 
were prohibited, the Manufacturers return’d again. 
© It is fuppofed the Ruffiians export to Exgland and all 
other Parts, in Hemp and Flax, above the Value of a 
Million a Year. If-Hemp and Flax be fo valuable 
a Produ&t for Merchandize with them, there feems to 
be a much greater Profpeé of enriching ourfelves by 
raifing them ia our Plantations. 
1. Becaufe they will not be fubje& to any Land Car- 
riage, but fhipp’d immediately from the Place of 
¢ Growth. 
© 2. Becaufe Land is much cheaper in our Plantations 
t than in the South Parts of Kaffia. 
¢ 3. The Climate being equal with that in Egypt and 
¢ Italy, is fuppofed to produce Hemp and Flax prefe- 
rable to theirs, ; 
€ Sit 
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© Sir Fofiah Child fays, That in the Plantations of Sugar 
and Tobacéo, every white Man there employs four Per- 
fons at home; he means, we fuppofe, in providing 
Cloaths, Part of their Food, and all Sorts of U- 
‘tenfils for carrying on their Bufinefs. If Sugar and 
Tobacco employ fuch a Number of Hands at home, 
certainly every Perfon employ’d in the Plantations in 
raifing and drefing Hemp and Flax, muft by his La- 
bour there return more than twice the Advantage that 
can be produc’d by Sugar and Tobacco, for they are 
manufaétur’d in the Piantations, the refining the Su- 
gar, and cutting Tobacco, with the little Quantity 
that is rolled, excepted; whereas Flax and Hemp 
are Materials for employing all idle Hands; and of 
‘Confequence the Poor’s Rate will foon be abated, and 
the Nation will find in a little Time what they fave 
yearly thereby will! be more than fufficient to encou- 
rage the People to begin that Employment. 
* I mention Part of the Poor’s Rate, becaufe they muft 
be maintain’d by our Lands if Employment is not 
provided for thems and Abundance are thrown upon 
the Parifhes for want of Work ; others make that a 
Pretext for their begging from Place to Place: But 
where Workhoufes have been built, tho’ Materials for 
employing the Poor are fcarce, yet fome publick {pi- 
rited'Men have there maintain’d them for half the Ex- 
pence they were at before thofe Workhoufes were 
erefted: This fthews what good (Economy can do, 
and the Happinefs it isto thofe Places who have fuch 
Gentlemen to dire& and affift them. 
~* And if once we.come to be fupplied with Hemp and 
Flax by the aforefaid Methods, every Place will be 
fiNed with Flax-Dreffers, and the Overfeers of the 
Poor of every Parifh, where the Woolj Spinning Trade 
is not carried on, may very eafily come at Hemp and 
Flax, which they will find as profitable to them, as 
the Woollen. is: to the other ; and the more diftin& 
the Employment is, the betters for many Inconveni- 
encies have attended one Manufa€ture interfering with 
another 3; befides, there will be an Intercourfe of Trade 
created by one Part of the Kingdom fupplying the 
other with their diftiné&t ManufaG@ures; this will 
give full Employment to the whole Kingdom, and 
an univerfal Chearfulnefs to every Body: For the 
* Poor are never happier, northeir Minds eafier, than 
© when 
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* when they have full Employment; and when they 
© are employ’d, Riches are diffufed over the Nation. 
* It isa common Opinion, that we have above a Mil- 
lion of People in the three Nations deftitute of Work ; 
but if thofe rough Materials (/ often mention’d in this 
Difcourfe) fhould come to be raifed in our Plantations, 
there need not be one idle Perfon. Now fuppofe that 
One Million of People were put upon manufa€turing 
thofe rough Materials, and each Perfon earn’d but one 
Penny a Day, and allowing but three hundred work- 
ing Days in a Year, it would amount to 1,250,000/. 
Now fince as I have already faid, the Importation of 
foreign Linnen, Flaxders Lace, and Naval Stores, a- 
mount to more than all our Woollens exported, it is 
aftonifhing, that fo wife a Nation as this does not take 
Care to regulate thofe Matters, and have the greateft 
Part of thofe Linnens made in the three Kingdoms. 
All other Nations of Europe are fo wife as to make 
Linnen enough for their own Ufe, Portugal, Spain, and 
what is imported into Italy excepted; and if the Go- 
vernment does not take Care to put thofe poor People 
into proper Regulations and Employments, they muft 
continue in Mifery and Want. 
He farther obferves, ‘ That Silk, Hemp, and Flax, 
may be carried on by the fame Hands, and not inter- 
fere one with another; for after the fowing of Hemp 
and Flax, the Mulberry-Leaves come to be in Per- 
fetion for feeding the Silk-Worms ; and the Silk Har- 
veft {as it is called) is over before Hemp and Flax are 
ripe; thus the Perfonsemploy’d in the. Silk, may turn 
their Hands to that of Hemp and Flax, the breaking 
and drefing of which may be Work for them all the 
reft of the Year. The Stocks and Utenfils to be em- 
ploy’d in them, will coft but a fmall Matter ; but 
the Care of the Government to fupply them with Flax 
and Hemp-Seed, at their firft Beginning, as well as 
Seed for producing Silk-Worms, to be deliver’d to the 
Planters at the proper Seafons, will be abfolutely ne- 
ceffary, and to renew the fame if there fhould be Occa- 
fion ; and when once got into properMethods, theCharge 
will be over. If fuch a publick Spirit prevailed 
© now for promoting the general Intereft of the Nation, 
* as did in our Nobility and Gentry upon the firft fet- 
© jing of our Plantations, we may raife fufficient Quan- 
© tities of rough Materials for carrying on all our Home 
* Manufaatures.

I" the Hifforical Regifter N° LXI, we gave an Account 
of the Affembly’s ftanding out againft a fixed Salary 
on the Governor, and of their Diffolution. Another 
Affembly was fummon’d to meet on Fes. 10, at which 
Time, the Governor made the following Speech. 


The Speech of his Excellency Jonathan Belcher, E/ys Cape 
tain-General and Governor in Chief in and over his Mae 
jefty’s Province of the Maflachufets Bay in New-Eng- 
land ; 


To the General Affemb'y of the [aid Province, met at Bo- 
fton on Wednefday the roth Day of February, 1730. 


Gentlemen of the Council, and Houfe 

of Reprefentatives, 

T my latt Meeting of the late Affembly, I fuggefted 

to them thofe Things which I judg’d would moft 
of all advance the Publick Weal: But the unhappy 
Temper they manifefted, with refpe&. to his Maiefty’s 
Royal Inftru€tion for fixing a Salary on me and my Suc- 
ceffors, brought me under an indifpenfible Neceflity of 
diffolving them, and fo prevented their deliberating on 
thofe Things, which, I believe, might lay a Foundation 
for fome Laws, that would greatly promote the Happi- 
nefs of this People, and of which, you will now have 
Opportunity to confider. 

By the late Diffolution, I have given the whole 
Country the Opportunity of fending fuch to reprefent 
them, as may put an End to the Broils and Confufions 
in which you have been fo long and fo unhappily in- 
volv’d ; and I hope you are now come together, to be 
the happy Deliverers of your Country from the Trou- 
bles and Difficulties that flill hang over it. I muft de- 
fire you to look back on all I faid to the laft Affembliy, 
upon the King’s cafy and reafonable Demand jor the 
Support of his Governor, and then your true Love to 
your Country will difcover itfelf in nothing more, than 
by a&ting in this critical Junfture, with great Calmnefs 
and Caution ; for, upon your prefent Determinations 
depends much of the future Peace and Welfare of this 
People. I can’t help repeating, how vait has been the 


Charge, and whata Lofs this Province has fuffe ‘d in 
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their Difputes with the Crown: It has been with In- 
dignation, that I have fometimes heard without Doors, 
That we muft a&t as is we had a bad King anda bad Go- 
vernor. How great is fuch Ingratitude, while wqre 
happy under the Government of the beft Monarch upon 
Earth, in the full Enjoyment of all our Liberties Reli- 
gious and Civil! And for the little Time I have had the 
Honour to be the Reprefentative of the King’s Royal . 
Perfon among you, I flatter myfelf the worft of my E- 
nemies can’t tax me with the leaft Mal-Adminiftra- 
tion. 

Again, confider the King’s Grace and Favour to you, 
in his Officers abfolutely referved to his own Appoint- 
ment in the Royal Charter, and all thofe he has given 
you from among yourfelves. What could be more kind 
and indulgent ? Certainly then there muft be fome Re- 
turn of Duty and Obedience to fo much Goodnefs. 

I doubt not but you will a& above the Infinuations of 
thofe, who would fill you with Fears of what may hap- 
pen hereafter from evil Governors ; for you can’t forget 
the recent Inftance of fpeedy Redrefs from the King, 
upon your humble Application. 

As it is one of his Majefty’s fhining Charafters to pro- 
te&t his Subje&ts in all their juft Rights and Liberties, 
you may moft facredly depend he will never fuffer any of 
his Governors to proftitute his Authority and Honour, 
by making their arbitrary Will and Pleafure a Rule of 
Government for his Subjeéts. 

Should you oblige me to put in Praftice that Part of 
my Duty to the King, of making another Voyage to 
Great Britain, there to reprefent to his Majefty and his 
Minifters your final refufing to fupport his Governor in 
the Manner he has.requir’d, it muft produce fuch Con- 
fequences to this People, as I am fure they will with 
you had prevented. 

I muft further obferve to you, that the longer you 
delay this Matter, the heavier it grows 5 for moft of you 
mutt remember, that in the Courfe of a few Years pait, 
the Support of your Governors is got from 500 to 30001. 
a Year; that doubtlefs, the fooner you fix a Salary, the 
better ; for I don’t fuppofe there is a fingle Inftance in all 
the Plantations, of its being augmented by any further 
Orders from the Crown, where they have once fettled 
at in Obedience thereto. 

I therefore hope, Gentlemen, upon your wife and 
fedate Confideration of this Matter, in its prefent Situa- 
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tion and Circumftances, you will at laft chearfully an- 
fwer the King’s juft Expeftation ; and how happy fhall 
Ithink myfelf, to be the Inflrument of putting an End 
to this long Strife and Contention, and of thereby refto- 
ring you to his Majefty’s Favour and good Opinion, 

Gentlemen of the Council and Houfe 

of Reprefentatives, 

If upon our Meeting in general Affembly from time 
to time, any Laws may be projeéted for the better Sup- 
porting and countenancing Piety and true Religion a- 
mong us, I fhall look upon it as an Omen of the-bett 
Good to this Country, and fhall always gladly give 
my Confent thereto. 

If we have ftill any Captives among the French or 
Indians that are resoverable, methinks a Chriftian Com- 
paflion to their Souls, as well as good Policy, Juftice, and 
Honour, fhould oblige us to endeavour their Redemption 
and Return to their native Country and Friends. 

And while, as a Fruit of his Majefty’s great Wifdon 
and fteady Government, we are in a perfeét Peace and 
Tranquillity with all the World around us, would it 
not be wife and prudent to be gaining the Knowledge 
of our own Country ? I mean to employ a Number of 
capable a&tive Men (at a geod Encouragement from the 
Government) to traverfe the Wildernefs, and make 
themfelves well acquainted with the more remote and 
diftant Parts of the Province, aswell as to lay out and 
make commodious Roads on the whole Length of the 
Frontiers ? 

As the Eftablifhment at Caftle William is near expi- 
ring, I fhall depend on your fpeedy Care and Encou- 
ragement fora new and larger Inliftment. 

Iam forry to tell you, that I have lately had Com- 
plaints of unreafonable Extortion practifed by thofe 
who let their Money at Intereft; I therefore think ir 
will well become the Wifdom of this Legiflature, to 
bring forward fome ftriéter Law, in Addition to that 
already made, reftraining the taking-exceflive Ufury. 

As the advancing Year will require a- more imme- 
diate and conftant Attendance on your Husbandry and 
Trade, I hope it will put vou upon proceeding in 
the publick Affairs with good Agreement and Unanimi- 
ty, from which you will find the beft Difpatch and 
Succefs, and you will always be fure of my doing eves 
ty thing in my Power that may contribute to his Ma-~ 
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jefty’s Honour, and to the Welfare and Profperity of this 
Country.

But the Affembly continu’d as inflexible as before 
which is no Wonder, as being compos’d of almoft the 
fame Perfons ; the Stream of the People running vio- 
lently againft fuch Compliance. They pafs’d feveral 
A&s ; not neceffarv to be here particularly fpecified, 
as relating only to the private Concerns of the Province; 
but nothing was done on that great Article. This uni 
verfal Stiffnefs feems to have wrought on the Governor, 
who when he came togive his Affent to the Bills prepar’d 
for him, touch’d that Matter more lightly than he for- 
merly ufed; asappears by the following Speech,

The Speech of his Excellency ‘fonathan Belcher, Efq; to 
the General Affembly April 2. 1731. 


Gentlemen of the Council and Houfe 
of Reprefentatives. 
HE Reafon of my calling you together at this 
Time, was that the whole Legiflature might be pre- 
fent at the giving my Affent to feveral Bills paffed by you 
in this Seffion. 

And I have thought fit at the fame time, to fay to 
you. Gentlemen of the Houfe of Reprefentatives, that 
it is with Concern I find the prefent Seffion run out to 
fucha Length, while you have done nothing to anfwer 
the main End of your coming together. 

ITamrully perfuaded your Proceedings in this Seffion 
¢an never turn out to vour Advantage, or perfuade the 
King into a favourable Opinion ef your repeated Profef> 
fions of Duty tohim, while he finds them in the Event to 
be ony Words of Courfe and which you yourfelves feem 
to think no Obligation upon you, and that vou may at 
Pieafure go from your own Votes and folemn Affu- 
rances 

And (among others) one plain Inflance of this, which 
J think myfelf once more oblig’d to mention to you, is 
your Denial of Juflice, in witholding from @»vernor 
Burnet’s Children what you have been fo long indebted 
to them. 


Jalfo 
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I alfo take this Opportunity to tell you, that I fhall 
always be ready to give my Confent to what may be for 
the Good and Welfare of this Province ; and am at the 
fame time firmly refolv’d moft cautioufly and firiftly to 
conform myfelf to my Royal Mafter’s Infiruétions ; and 
what I now fay, arifesfrom the Difficulty you make in 
the Supply of the Treafury, and in the Eftablifhments 
of his Majefty’s Garrifons in this Province. All your 
_ Attempts to do thefe things otherwife than may be con- 

formable to the King’s Royal Inftru€@tions, which I have 
communicated to you, will be vain and fruitlefs. 

And to give you the plaineft Underftanding of them, 
I muft inform you, that for the future, All accompts of 
Service done for this Province, are to be brought direétly 
to the Governor and Council, and to them only, for paf- 
fing and paying. 

And as to the Bills. of Credit now out on this Pro- 
vince, they muft be call’d in and funk, according to the 
Periods and Provifions of the refpeftive Aéts, by which 
they were iffued, fo that by the End of the Year 1741, 
all the Bills of Credit now out flanding muft be paid 
into the Publick Treafury, and what are emitted for the 
future, it will be beft to lay upon thofe Years that have 
the leaft Burden ; and the Matter mutt be fo order’d from 
Time to Time, as to anfwer the good End I have told you; 
and upon the Expiration of the Year 1741, if then the 
Support and Service, or the Government {hall fo require, 
there may be an Emiflion of Thirty Thoufand Pounds 
without any Breach upon the prefent InftruGion. 

T now expeét you will take fpeedy Care to make a 
proper and {fufficient Supply of the Treafury for the ne- 
ceffary Support of the King’s Government in this Pra. 
vince, and for the Proteétion and Prefervation of the In- 
habitants within the fame. You are fei fible there has 
been no Money in the Treafury for many Weeks patt, 
and that it is not pofible for the Government to fubfift 
without. 

The Eftablifhment of the King’s Forts and Garrifons 
isalfoof abfolute Neceflity, and ina particular Man- 
ner that of Coftle Wi liam, the latt Inliftment thereof be- 
(as vou well know) now expird. 

After what I have faid, I think no Blame can Jie at 
mv Door us to thefe thi. gs, which are of the highett Im- 
portince to his Majefty’s Government and the falety of 
this People, ; 
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Gentlemen of the Council and Houfe of Reprefentatives. 

Upon the whole, I heartily recommend to you Har- 
mony and Unanimity in what ftill remains to be done 
in this Seflion, and that you would ftudy to approve 
yourfelves to the King, in advancing his Honour and 
Service, and the true Welfare and Happinefs of your 
Country,

Fournal of the Proceedings and Debates of laft Seffion of 
Parliament continu’d. 





PON the 22d Day of Fanuary, a Petition was 

_ prefented to the Houfe of Commons, by feveral 
Inhabitants, Traders, and Proprietors of Land within 
the Town of Manchcffer in the County of Lancafter, 
fetting forth, that the faid Town was very large and 
populous, and the Poor thereof very numerous and bur- 
thenfome; thatthe chief Inhabitants Traders and Pro- 
prictors of Land there, had agreed to contribyte and give 
20001. towards ereéting a Publick Workhoufe for the 
better Maintenance and Employment of their Poor, 
which would very much tend to the leffening the Poor 
Rates within the faid Town, and to the making the La- 
bour of the Poor more beneficial to the Trade thereof ; 
and therefore praving that Leave might be given to bring 
in a Bill for the eretting a publick Workhoufe in the 
{aid Town, for the Purpofes aforefaid, with fuch Pro- 
vifions, Powers and Authorities as to the Houfe fhquld 
feem meet, 

This Petition was referr’d to a Committee, anda Bill 
was brought into the Haqufe, which we {hall give an 
Account of in its proper Place. 

Upon the 26th, the Hou'e agreed, Nemine Contradicente, 
with the Refolution of the Committee, That a Supply 
be granted to his Maj-fty, After which they order’d the 
proper Eftimites and Accounts to be laid before the 
Houfe ; the moft important of which (being a State 
of the Nutisna! Debt) may be found in our laft Regifter. 

Upon 
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Upon the firft Day of February, the Houfe order’d that 
Leave be given to bring in a Bill for making more 
effe&tual the Laws in Being for: difabling Perfons from 
being chofen Members of, or Sitting or Voting in the 
Houfe of Commons, who have any Penfion during 
Pleafure, or for any Number of Years, or any Office 
held in Truft for them. In purfuance of this Order 
a Bill was next Day accordingly brought in, which was 
fo favourably receiv’d by the Members within Doors, 
and fo univerfally applauded and defired by the Voice of 
the People without, that it paffed the Houfe of Com- 
Mons without any Oppofition. 

Upon the 2d of February, two Petitions fign’d by many 
of the principal Inhabitants, Traders, and Land Ow- 
ners in the Town of Manchejfter were prefented to the 
Houfe, fetting forth, that there was already a conve- 
nient Workhoufe hired forthe Maintenance and Employ- 
- mentof the Poor, in purfuance of the prefent Laws, by 
commen Confent, at a publick Town Meeting: That 
there was no Occafion for any other, and that a Work- 
houfe as intended by the Petition depending in the 
Houfe (praying a Bill for that Purpofe) would pre- 
judice the Trade and Intereft of the Town, and render 
the Rights and Properties of the Inhabitants precarious 
and uncertain, and that the Terms propofed for build- 
ing the Workhoufe petitioned for, were difagreeable to 
the Town in General, and had been rejeéted at a pub- 
lick Meeting ; wherefore they prayed to be heard by 
themfelves or their Council before any Bill be broughe 
in; which two Petitions were referr’'d to the Committec, 
to whom the firft Petition was referr’d, and it was or- 
_der’d, that both Parties be admitted to be heard by 
themfelves or Council. 

Upon the fame Day the Houfe was (according to Or- 
der) call’d over, and the Names of fuch Members as 
made Default were taken down, and order’d to be again 
called over, which was accordingly begun, but before 
they were called over a Motion was made for adjourn- 
ing the Call ‘till that Day Fortnight ; this Motion was 
warmly oppofed by the Members who are fo virtuous 
as to think, that every Man, in every Station, ought 
to attend his Duty, more efpecially when his Abfence 
may happen to be the Occafion of the Ruin of his 
Country ; and their Arguments were fo ftrong, and the 
Houfe fo thin, that upon the Queftion’s.being put, it 
piffed in the Negative, whereupon the Houfe went thro” 
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the Lift of Defaulters, and order’d fuch of them ag 
were not excufed to attend again certain Days then re- 
fpectively appointed, or otherwife to be taken into Cue 
flody of the Serjeant at Arms attending the Houfe. 

Upon the 3d Day of February the Huufe (according 
to Order) refolv’d itfelf into a Committee of the whole 
Houfe, to confider further of theSupply granted to his 
Majefty ; and the Eftimate of the Charge of the Hef- 
fian Troops being referr’d to the faid Committee, 
there enfu’d a hot Debate, whether or no thofe Troops 
fhould be continu’d in the Pay of Great Britain. The 
Party in the Houfe generally known by the Name of 
the Country Party, were againft the continuing of 
thofe Troops in our Pay, becaufe they could not, as 
they faid, be of any Service to Great Britain, tor that 
as we were furrounded by the Sea, our Fleet was our 
only real and proper Security; and therefore we had 
no Ufe for the maintaining of ftanding Armies either 
at Home or Abroad, more particularly at a Time of 
perfe&t Tranquillity : They faid, that if the Apprehen- 
fion of a War being fpeedily to break out fhould be 
made an Argument for keeping Foreign Troops in our 
Pay, we could never be without them ; for Furope never 
was, nor ever could be in fuch Circumftances, as that 
it could be faid, there was no Reafon for having any 
Apprehenfion of a War: That many Wars might hap- 
pen upon the Continent with which we had nothing 
to do; and if we thould at any Time have the Mif- 
fortune of being involv’d in any War, it was then 
time enough to take Foreign Troops into our Pay, but 
"till then there was no Neceflity tor it, for we would 
always find Troops enough in Europe to hire, whenever 
we had Occafion for them; therefore the keeping of 
fuch Troops in Pay at prefent, when we had no Occa- 
fion for them, was a wafting of the Publick Money, 
which every Man who has any Regard to the Intereft 
and Welfare of his Native Country, ought to prevent as 
far as lies in his Power. This was the principal Scope 
of all the Arguments made ufe of by that Party. 

The. other Party, call’d the Court Party, faid in An- 
fwer to this, that tho’ we were disjoin’d bv the Sea 
from the Continent of Europe, yet as long as we had 
any Trade or Communication with any of the Coun- 
tries upon the Continent, we could not help being in- 
volv’d in fome of their Quarrels, as well as having 
Quarrels of our own with fome of them: bi by 
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Means of our Influence upon the Affairs of the Conti- 
nent we had got a great many Advantages in Trade, and 
in order to maintain thofe Advantages we had got, we 
were obliged from Time to Time to interfere in the Quar. 
rels among Foreign Princes: That fome of the Coun- 
tries of Europe had fo little Communication with the Sea, 
that they were entirely out of the reach of our Fleet, 
and therefore, in Cafe they laid the Trade of our Sub- 
je&ts in their Dominions under any Hardthips or In- 
conveniencies, or offer’d us any other Injury or Indig- 
nity, we had mo other way of righting or revenging 
ourfelves, but by getting fome of their powerful Neigh- 
bours and Rivals upon the Continent to engage in our 
Quarrel, which we could never procure without en- 
gaging in fome of theirs: That this Confideration firft 
brought on the Treaty of Hanover, and obliged us to 
take the Heffian Troops into our Pay: That fuch Mea- 
fures prevented the fatal Effeéts of the Treaty of Vienna 
between the Emperor and Spain, and at laft brought a- 
bout the Treaty of Seville, by which Spain was effeétu- 
ally difunited from the Emperor ; but that in order 
to do this, we were obliged to enter into fome new En- 
gagements with Spain, by which we had bound ourfel ves 
to fee 6000 Spanifh Troops introduc’d into Italy, to fe- 
cure the eventual Succeffion of the Infante Don Carlos 
to the Dutchies of Tu/cany, Parma and Placentia: That 
the Emperor not only refufed to confent amicably to 
the Introduétion of thofe Spanifh Troops, but had fill’d 
Italy with his Troops, in order to repel the Spaniards by 
Force, in Cafe we and our Allies offer’d to introduce 
them without his Confent: That we had already feen 
the good Effe&ts of having thofe Hefian Troops in our 
Pay; and the continuing of them might probably have 
fuch an Influence upon the Emperor, as at laft to ine 
duce him to agree to reafonable Terms; whereas, if 
we fhould now difmifs them, it would free the Empe- 
ror from all Fears of being attack’d upon that Side; 
thereupon he would become more obftinate3; and his 
Obftinacy would certainly involve Europe in a general 
‘War, which would coft usa great many Millions; f 
that they could not but look upon difmiffing the He/- 
fian Troops at that Time as a very unreafonable and fooli(le 
Piece of Thrift, becaufe we thereby run the great Risk of 
lofing Millions, for the Sake of faving a Year's Sub- 
fidy to thofe Troops, 
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At Jaft the Committee agreed to the continuing of the 
Heffian Troops in the Pay of Great Britain, and refolv’d, 
that a Sum not exceeding 241,259/. 15. 34. be granted 
to his Majefty, for defraying the Expence of 12,000 
Heffians taken into his Majefty’s Pay for the Service of 
‘the Year 1731. 

Upon the 1oth Day of February, the Houfe refolv’d 
itfelf again into a Committee of the whole Houfe, to 
confider further of the Supply granted to his Majefty, 
when a great Debate arofe about the Subfidy payable to 
the Duke of Wolfenbuttel. The Country Party infifted 
ftrongly upon it, that all thofe Subfidies were of no Ser- 
vice to Great Britain; and that they were paid only for 
the Sake of prote&ting his Majefly’s Foreign Dominions, 
which (as fome of them infinuated) was contrary to the 
A& of Settlement ; one Claufe of which is in the Words 
following : In Cafe the Crown fiall come to any Perfon not be- 
ing a Native of England, this Nation fhall not be obliged 
to War for Defence of Dominions not belonging to this Crown. 

To this the Court Party anfwer’d, that all the Quar- 
rel we had with the Emperor was upon Account of the 
Intereftand Trade of England, and not at all on Account 
of any of his Majefty’s Foreign Dominions ; fo that if 
they fhould be involv’d in a War, it would be fo far 
from involving Britain in any War uponAccount of them, 
that the Cafe would be direétly the contrary, they would 
be involved in a War for Defence of the Trade and 
Commerce of Great Britain: That fince we had a Quar- 
rel with the Emperor, who was a very powerful Prince 
upon the Continent, we had no Way of revenging this 
Quarrel, but by engaging as many Princes upon the 
Continent as we could on our Sides and that there- 
fore it was neceffary to continue thofe Subfidies ’till 
we could bring the Emperor to our Terms. 

The Committee likewife agreed to the continuing 

_ of this Subfidy, and refolw’d; that the Sum of 25.0001. 

be granted to his Majefty, for one Year’s Subfidy to the 

» Duke of Brunfwick Lunenburgh Wolfenduttel, purfuant to 
a Treaty dated the 15th of November, 1727. 

Upon the 11th Day of February, two Petitions were 
prefented to the Houfe, from the Quarter Seffions 
of the Peace held for the Eaft and the North Ri- 
dings of York/hire, complaining, that the obliging 
Grand Jury Men at the Seflions of the Peace to 

a make their Prefentments in a Language, which 
few of them underftood, and the fuffering in any of 
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the Proceedings of the Courts of Juftice, or in any of 
the Tranfa€tions of the Law, (whereby the Perfon or Pro= 
perty of the Subje&t may be affeéted) the Ufe of a Lan- 
guage not intelligible, and of a Charaéter not legible, 
but by the Learned in the Law, were great Occafions of the 
Delay of Juftice, and gave Room to moft dangerous Frauds s 
That Special Pleadings, by their Intricacy and Dilato- 
rinefs, render’d the Profecution of the Rights of the 
Subjeét difficult and expenfive ; and that the Recovery of 
fmall Debts, as the Law then flood, was impracticable, 
and the Number of Attornies exceflive ; and praying 
the Houfe to take thefe Grievances into Confideration, 
and to give fuch Remedy as to the Houfe fhould feem 
meet. 

Thefe Petitions werefeverally order’d to be referr'd to 
a Committee ; anda Committee being appointed for that 
Purpofe, they brought in a Bill accordingly for remedy- 
ing thofe Inconveniencies, which, with fome Amend- 
ments being pafs’d into a Law laft Seffion of Parliament 
and printed, we need not therefore infert any Account 
of it here. 

While this Bill was depending in the Houfe, fome Op- 
pofition was made to it within Doors, and a great deal 
by the Lawyers without. The principal Arguments ine 
fifted on both within and without againft it were, that if 
the Language and Writing of the Law fhould bealter’d, 
and made according to the Modern Way of Speaking and 
Writing, no Man would ever be at the Pains to fludy 
that ancient Language and Writing which moft of our 
old valuable Records are wrote in, fo that the ufe of 
them would in a few Years be entirely loft. 

That the Method of diftributing Juftice was now efta- 
blifh’d according to a moft concife and regular Form, 
which mutt be entirely alter’d, if the Language and Me- 
thods of pleading fhould be chang’d; and this they faid 
would neceffarily produce fuch a Confufion, that it would 
coft many Years painful and troublefome Application, 
before the new Forms could be fettled in a certain and re- 
guiar Courfe of Proceeding; fo that the making of thofe 
Alterations would occalion greater Delay of Juftice, give 
more Room to dangerous Frauds, render the Profecution 
of the Rights of the Subje&t more difficult and expenfive 
the Recovery of fimall Debts more imprafticable, and 
= Number of Attorneys more excefhve than hereto. 

Ore, 
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To this it was anfwer’d by the Gentlemen who were 
for the Bill, that tho’ both the Language and Writing of 
the Law fhould be alter’d, there would be no_Danger of 
lofing the Ufe of our ancient Records; becaufe, as long as 
we have any fuch, there always will be fome Men, who 
either out of Curiofity, or for the Sake of Gain, will 
make it both their Bufinefs to underftand both the Lan- 
guage and Charaéter in which they are wrote, in the 
fame Manner as we find among us now, feveral Gentle- 
men who make it their Bufinefs to learn to underftand the 
Language and Chara&ter of Manufcripts, much antienter 
than any of our Records: That avery few of fuch Law 
Antiquarians will fuffice, confidering the little Occafion 
we have in any Law Proceedings to have Recourfe to any 
very ancient Records; and that when they are made ufe 
of, they often do more Harm than Good; it being necef- 
fary for every Nation to have private Property deter- 
mined and afcertained by a continued Poffeffion for a mo- 
derate Term of Years. : 

As to the fet Forms of the Law, they faid we had al- 
ready too many of them, and that they were of Opinion 
that nothing fo much perplex’d and retarded the Proceed- 
ings of the Courts of Juftice, as a too nice Obfervance 
of the eftablifh’d Forms: That fuch Forms are generally 
brought, fortheSake of new Fees, to fucha Bulk by the, 
Lawyers of all Countries, that every Country have found 
it neceflary from Time to Time to curtail and abridge 
them: Juftice they faid was generally the moft {peedily, 
and the moft impartially diftributed in thofe Places 
where the feweft Forms were obferv’d; and therefore 
they thought that the Deftruétion of our Law-Forms was 
a good Argument for the Bill, in Place of being one a- 
gainft it; becaufe it would take u p a confiderable Time, 
before the Lawyers could again perplex the Courfe of Ju- 
ftice, with a Number of ufelefs Forms and Ceremo- 
nies. 

On the 15th of February, the Royal African Company, 
prefented a Petition to the Houfe fetting torth, that the 
Houfe having in the laft Seflion upon full Examination 
and Confideration of the State of the Trade to Africa, 
granted the Sum of 10,c0o0/. towards the Maintenance 
of the Britifh Forts and Settlements there, belonging to 
the Petitioners, the faid Sum had been applied accor- 
dingly: And it having appear’d to the Houfe that the 
faid Forts and Settlements cannot be fupported, and the 
‘Frade preferv’d without the Aid-of Parljament, the Pe- 
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titioners therefore pray’d, that fuch further Provifion 
might be made in the Premiffes as to the Houfe fhould 
feem meet. 

And his Majefty having confider’d the great Advan- 
tages that may accrue to this Nation by the Increafe and 
Improvement of that Trade, did by Mr. Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, recommend it to the Confideration of the 
Houfe to make further Provifion in the Premifles as to 

_ the Houfe fhould feem fit. 

The Petition was order’d to lie on the Table, and the 
Company were order’d to lay before the Houfe, the Efta- 
blifhment for their feveral Forts and Settlements on the 
Coafts of Africa, with the Charges thereof for the Year 
17303 diftinguifhing how much of the fame is on Account 
of Trade, and how much was for the Maintenance and De- 
fence of the faid Forts and Settlements ; and 2lfo an Ac- 
count how the Money granted inthe then laft Seflion of 
Parliament, towards the Maintenance of the faid Forts and 
Settlements, had been difpofedof. Which Eftablifhment 
the Company prefented to the Houfe the next Day ; and 
the Members being all thereby convinc’d, that the Com- 
pany had faithfully difcharg’d their Truft, and em- 
ploy’d the Money they had before receiv’d for the Sup- 
port of our Trade to Africa, the like Sum was in the 
Courfe of Proceedings granted to them for this Ycar 
without any Difpute. 

But on the 6th, a Petition was prefented which occa- 
fion’d much warmth and high Debates, which was a Pe- 
tition of the Merchants and others of the City of Briffo!, 
trading to and from his Majefty’s Colonies and Plantations 
in America, complaining of the great Interruptions 
of their Trade to the faid Colonies, and Depredations of 
the Spaniards for feveral Years pait, who, notwithfland- 
ing the Refolutions of that Houfe, and his Majetly’s moft 
gracious Endeavours to obtain for his Subjetis jut and 
reafonable Satisfaction, ftill continu’d their Depredations, 
and had lately taken and plunder’d fevera! Ships and Vei- 
fels belonging to Briffoland other Briti/h Ports, and had 
treated fuch as had fallen into their Hands ina very bar- 
baroys and cruel Manner, and therefore the Petitioners 
pray’d the Confideration of the Houfe, and fuch 
timely and adequate Remedy as to the Houfe would feem 
fit. 

This Petition was referr’d to a Committee of the whole 
Houfe, and that Day Fortnight was appointed for the 
Houle, to refolve itfelf into a Committee thereupon, 
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On the 17th it was order’d, that the proper Officers 
fhould lay before the Houfe an Account of the Produce 
of the feveral Land-Taxes for ten Years laft paft, with 
the Charges of Intereft and other DeduStions which have 
been made thereout. This Account was accordingly 
laid before the Houfe, and is to be found in our laft 
Regifter.

Sterling for Maintenance of Itinerant Miffionaries, Prea- 
chers and Catechifts inthe Highlands, were read, and 
Committees for Overtures and Bills as ufual were na- 

med, and then adjourn’d till To-morrow for Prayer. 

May 8. The Affembly met this: Day, and unanimouf- 
ly approv’d of a Draught of an Anfwer to his Majefty’s 
Letter, which was formerly prepar’d by a Committee 
appointed for that Purpofe, and tranfmitted by the 
Committee for Overtures. 

An Overture from the late Commiffion for fecuring the 
Presbyterian Church of New York in America to Pofteri- 
ty, was read in Affembly, and a Deed of Conveyance 
of the Fabrick of that Church by the Congregation 
there, to a Committee of the Affembly, was order’d 
to be recorded in the Books of Affembly, anda Decla- 
ration of Truft by them to the ‘forefaid Congregation 
was appointed to be drawn up and regifter’d for Pre- 
fervation, and an Extra&t to be fent to New York, the 
faid Fabrick being built by a Jate Colle&tion through 
Scotland for that Efiect. 

Procefles for Tranfportation of Mr. Andrew Robinfon 
from Far, to be Minifter of Kiltearn, and of Mr. John 
Robertfon from Contane to Killearnan were tabled, and a 
Hearing appointed againft Moxday next.

The above Overture is tranfmitted to the feveral Pref- 
byteries for their Opinion, as to the Expediency of pi ( 
fing it into a ftanding Att of Affembly, and it is ap- 
pointed in the mean Time to be obferv’d as fuch. 

May17. The Affembly referr’d the Proceffes for Settle- 
ment of the Parifhes of Kinro/s and Ke?tle, in the Synod 
of Fife, to be judg’d by the Commiflion at their Mece- 
ing in Auguft next. 

The Complaints of the late Commiffion’s Sentence, 
fettling Mr. George Sinclair in that Parifh, was heard ;

We took notice in our laft, that the Acceffion of the 
States tothe Treaty of Vienna, met with Oppofition. To 
remove this, fome Perfons, who were Friends to it, 
publith’d the following Letter, which, as it gives an Ac- 
count of the Reafons on which that Treaty is founded, 
will be, perhaps, not unwelcome to our Readers. 


ALETTER from a Gentleman at Utrecht to his Friend 
at the Hague, concerning the Treaty concluded at Vienna, 
the 16th of March, 1731. 


' STR, 

Am very much obliged to you, for being fo good as 

to communicate to me the Treaty of Peace figned at 
Vienna, between the Emperorand the King of Great Bri- 
tain; and J heartily thank you for the Kemarks and Os- 
jeétions you was pleafed to fubjoin theretu, defiring my 
Sentiments of that Matter. 
~ You feem to me not free from Apprehenfions, that 
the Engagement propofed to their High-Mightinefles to 
enter into, to guaranty the Succeffion of the Emperor's 
Territories in favour of the Eldeft Arch-dutchefs, may 
be attended with dangerous and troublefome Confequen- 
ces for the Republick. 

Town to you, Sir, that I cannot conceive the Ground 
of your Apprehenfions, and that I cannot excufe them 
in any but fuch as confider the Engagement in queftion 
only ina fuperficial Manner, or fuch as regarding no- 
thing but the prefent Situation of the Republick, forget 
all paft Dangers, and do not concern themfelves about 
thofe it may be expofed to for the future. 

But if you compare the Engagement propofed to us, 
with the conftant Maxims which the Republick has al- 
wavsobferv’d, and with the different Situations in which 
fhe has found her felf, and in which fhe may again find 
her felf; Iam perfuaded, you will agree with me, that 
there is nothing in it, which ought to give us the leaft 
Uneafinefs 5 but that on the contrary, it will procure us 
fuch real Advantages, that we ought to come into it with- 
out Lofs of Time, 


Ee 2 1. Becaufe 
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1. Becaufe it is fo far from being dangerous to enter 
into this Engagement, that it is very neceflary for our 
pwn Safety. ; 

2. Becaufe we are thereby offer'd an eafy Method 
of extricating our felves out of the anxious apd uncer- 
ain State, in which we have been involv’d for fome 

ears, th. 
' 3- Becaufe, of all the Meafures that can poflibly be ta- 
ken, none will be found fo proper to prevent a War after 
the Emperor’s Death. 

I flatter myfelf, that it will be no dificult matter to 
prove all this. 

1. As confiderable as this Republick is in herfelf, it 
cannot be deny’d but fhe owes her Peace and Tranquil- 
lity principally to the Maintenance of a fort of Equili- 
brium between the Two Houfes of Auftria and Bourbon. 
She was fo well poeetes of this, and fo apprehenfive 
that the Ruin of ¢ither of thofe Powers would inevitg- 
bly lead to her’s at the long Run, that fhe negleéted 
nothing in her Power to preferve that Equilibrium. The 
Three laft Wars, which fhe maintain’d at fo great an Ex- 
pence, and with fo much Succefs and Reputation, are 
gnanifeft Proofs of what I fay. If you confult Hiftory, 
you will find, that moft of the Wars, for thefe Two 
Centuries and more, owe thejr Original to the too great 
Power of one or other of thofe two Houfes, and to the Ne- 
cefity of keeping them within due Bounds. Thisa ju- 
dicious * Author has fo clearly explain’d in few Words, 
that you wil] not be difpleafed with me for communi- 
cating to you a Paflage, which will ferve to recall to 
your Mind, and to ifJuftrate fevergl Ideas, which you 
will acknowledge to be a propos to the Subje&t we are up- 
on. It is this: ; 

The Revolution which happen’d in Spain towards the 
Clofe of the XVII. Century, juft now ended, furnithes 
Plenty of Materials for the Hiftory of the new Century 
we are now entering upon. Thofe thatcome after ys, will 
fee the Confequences of that great Event, which was 
brought on by feveral Degrees to the Point in which we 
now view it. We cannot help cafting our Eyes back up- 
on what went before. We have already taken Notice of 
fome Occurrences in the Year they happen’d. We will

Though the Difmembering of the Roman Empire fap- 
ped th: Foundation of a new Monarchy, it neverthelefs 
in procefs of Time occafion’d the Elevation of Two great 
Powers in the Weft, which were look’d upon, as the 
Duke de Rohan faid, as the Two Poles, from which defcend 
the Influences of Peace and War upon the other States. And 
by this Maxim the Interefts of Princes have hitherto been 
regulated, for keeping the Ballance equal between thofe 
two great Monarchies, 

That of Spain, like a great River, had fpread itfeif 
far and wide, quite to the new World, under the (pecious 
Pretence of f{preading the Catholick Faith, according to 
the Conceflion of Pope Alexander VI. A Source of im- 
menfe Riches this, and at the fame time of the moft a- 
bominable Villanies and Cruelties, through the Avarice 

f thofe to whom that Expedition was committed. 
hereupon the famous Bifhop Don B. de las Ca/as pre- 
fented to the King a Wife and Chriftian Remonftrance, 
which may be feen in his Hiftory ; wherein, after ha- 
ving told his Majefty, how the Cries of the Poor and 
Unfortunate draw down God’s Wrath upon Prince and 
People, and that fuch horrible Cruelties could not but 
bring Calamities upon the whole Monarchy, he adds, 
that thofe who come after us, will fee this Prophecy too tru- 
ly verified. 
- The Emulation of the Houfe of Valois, affified by the 
common Intereft of fome other Powers, was a Dam to 
the Valourand Progrefs of the Emperor Charles V. who 
inherited thofe vaft Dominions: But the Luftre of that 
Houfe, fo fruitful in Princes, one of whom the gave 
to Poland, was tarnifh’d by bloody Tragedies, and at laft 
became fuddenly Extin&, to make Room for the Houfe 
of Bourdon, which mounted the Throne, though remote 
to the 10th or 11th Degree, of which they had never 
had an Example in France. 

Henry the Great was a Proteftant when he came to 

the Crown ; but he ceas‘d te be fo, to maintain it againtt 





he Defigns of the famous Catholick League. He put an 
End to the Horror of the Civil Wars, the Remains of 
which he gather’d together ; and being mindful! of thofe 
who had fupported him, he rettored Peace at Home 
and Abroad, put the Kingdom in a few Years into a 
flourifhing State, and was capable in his turn of rende- 
ring himfelf formidable to his Encmics, 

_— Hiftory 
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Hiftory has preferv’d the great Proje&ts he had formed 
in the Beginning of the laf{ Century, under the fpecious 
Pretence of reducing the Houfe of Auftria within the Bounds 
of Spain and its Hereditary Dominions: But juit as this 
great Project was upon the Point of breaking forth into 
A&ion, it was quath’d all at once by a deplorable. Acci- 
ee which put a Period to that great Prince’s 

ife. 

Louis XIII. his Son, could not immediately refume 
that Defign, by reafon of his Minority, crofs’d by the 
Ambition of the Grandees and Favourites. Every thing 
was fufpended by the Conclufion of a double Marriage 
between the Two Crowns. Spain, where the Salique 
Law does not prevail, requir’d a Renunciation of the 
Infanta Anne of Auftria, to keep up the Equilibrium be- 
tween thofe two Rival and incompatible Crowns; a 
feeble Rampart, as the Confequences proved. The 
Cardinal de Richlieu, being fix'd in the Miniftry, feon 
thew’d what a great Genius was capable of undertaking 
and executing. He humbled the Grandees, raifed the 
Royal Authority ; and then turning his Views againft 
the Houfe of Aufiria, he excited that great Motion which 
was then feen throughout Europe, and notwithftanding the 
Briars that obftrufted his Paflage at Court, he clear’d the 
Way toall that wenow-behold. But his Death, follow’d 
= that of the King, changed the Face of Affairs for a 

ime. 

Louis le Grand, coming to the Crown very young, 
under the Regency of the Queen his Mother, and the 
Miniflry of Cardinal Mazarin, the early Aufpices of a 
Glorious Reign were nipp'd in the Bud, and interrupted 
by a Civil War, which endanger’d his Crown, and gave 
the Proteftants an Opportunity of fignalizing their Fide- 
lity, tho’ in the End it could not preferve them from 
Ruin. The Peace of Munjter, which putan End to the 
Troubles of Germany, and ftrengthen’d the United Pro- 
vinces, was follow’d afew Years after by that of the 
Pyrenees, and the Marriage of the Moft Chriftian King 
with the Infanta Maria-Terefa a Source of new Preten- 
fions, and of new Broils, of which wecannot yet fee the 
End. ° Spain then believ’d fhe had fhut,the Door with 
the Seal of a folemn Renunciation; but the foon faw 
it open again upon ‘the Death of Philip 1V._ France had 
had Time to gather new Strength; the Face of Affairs in 
Exzland was chang’d by the Reftorationof K. Charles Il, 
aiter a terrible Catastrophe ; The moft. Chrittian pal 

Owe? 
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Power in his own Dominions had no Bounds but his 
Will and Pleafure 5; and the ConjunSture favour’d on all 
Hands the Execution of his Grandfather’s great De- 
figns. Thus nothing appear’d impoflible to the Grand 
Monarch; no, not even the making all France Catholicks 5 
a Reunion, which, in the Judgment of Monfieur Tvioz 
in the Arretof Jan. 23,1688, appear’d not only to the 
Politicans, but even to Perfons of the greateft Piety and 
Zeal, a Projeét equally dangerous and chimerical, and which 
had indeed deferv’d immortal Praife, had the Spirit of 
the Gofpel dire&ted the Plan and Execution of it, ia 
thofe who were entru(ted with it, inftead of the Revoca- 
cation of the Edi& of Nantes, and fo many crying Me- 
thods, as were praftifed to make Converfions which at this 
Day have nothing but the Name. 

The Confequences have fhewn, inthe Courfe of al- 
moft 40 Years, what have been the Effetts, of which 
that great Power has made the others fenfible, and how 
many Efforts,.they were oblig’d to multiply, in pro- 
portion tothe Delay, to reftore the Equilibrium. The 
Storm was no fooner difperfed in one Place, but it ga- 
ther’d in another, &. [Thus far M.T. Du Breuil ; 
Now the Letter-Writer proceeds. | 

I come now to examine the Situation in which the 
Houfes of Auftria and Bourbon find themfelves at this In- 
fiant. Isthere that Equality of Strength and Power be- 
twixt them, which can eftablifh the Safety and Tran- 
quillity of the Republick ? 

I fee, on the one Hand, France equally formidable, 
both for the Extent of her Commerce, the Fertility and 
Riches of Country, and for her Situation and Form of 
Government, abfolutely Defpotick > She has above 
200,000 Men on foot, and upwards of 200 Millions of 
Livres Revenue: She is the only Power that has any 
Ways improv’d the Peace we have enjoy’d thefe 17 Years, 
by redrefling her Finances, which the has done to fo good 
purpofe, that the Annuities upon the Hotel de Ville, and 
all her Expences for the Maintenance of her Troops, 
her Navy, Ge. are punctually paid, and feveral Mil- 
lions fav’d every Year. Add to this, that the prefent 
King’s Age, who is already provided with Succeffors, 
(morally fpeaking) fecures this Kingdom from the Trou- 
bles that generally attend a Minority. 

I fee on the other Hand, that the Houle of Auftria is 
indeed poffeft of a vaft Extent of Countries, but without 
any Commerce or Shipping, and fo little Wealth, -

the Revenues of them are hardly fuffiicient to maintain 
the Troops neceffary for their Defence. Nay, their very 
Situatiun renders the keeping of them Difficult, becaufe 
they are at a great Diftance from each other, ahd befides, 
one Part of them is continually expofed to an Invafion 
of the Turks. L agree, that the Emperor has now 169,000 
Men on Foot ; but do you not know, Sir, how dear fuch 
an Effort has coft him? how manv Millions he has been 
forc’d to borrow ? andthe Impofibillity of his continuing 
that Expence? 

Icould fay a great deal more to make you fenfible of 
the great Difproportion of Power between thofe Two 
Houfes. [ Auftria and Bourbon.| How many Miracles 
were wanted, at the Beginning of the laft War, to fave 
the Houfe of Auftria, though theT wo Martime Powers 
had join’d all their Forces with hers and the Empire’s ? 
This is enough to convince you, that far from contri- 
buting to leffen the Houfe of Auftria, already {> inferior 
to her Rival, itis our Intereft to fall in with all proper 
Meafures to eftablifh and maintain the Succeffion to his 
Imperial Majelty’s Dominions entire in one and the 
fame Perfon. Can you then think it dangerous for the 
Republick, Sir, toenter into an Engagement of this Nz- 
ture ? Isit not, on the contrary, abfolutely neceffary 
for her Security ? Have I not often heard you fay, it 
would be the greateft Happinefs that could befall Europe, 
for the Emperor to have an Archduke? Now this Want 
is fupplied ; and we obtain the fame Advantage in fome 
meafure, by preventing the Partition of the Emperor's 
Dominions. : 

2. But fuppofing our Safety did not fo much depend up- 
on it, the Guarantv propofed opens to us an ea/y Way to 
extricate ourfelves out of a fluftuating and painful Situation, 
Jt muft be faid with forme Sort of Reafon, that fince the 
Treaty of Utrecht, we have had a Peace without Quiet, 
anda War without a Rupture : In what a Condition are 
we, in particular, fince the Treaty of Seville? Obliged 
on the one Hand to put that Treaty in Execution, u'p- 
on Forfeiture of the Friendthip of Spain, and confc- 
quently the Advantages of our Commerce; we found 
ourfelves, on the other Hand, under an Impoflibility of 
executing it, by Reafon of the Difficulties and Incon- 
veniencies which are verv well known, and with which 
no Perfon is better acquainted than yourfelf, Sir, who 
have feen the Plans which were propofed, and which 
would inevitably have engaged us im a general War.

Happy is it for us, therefore, that the Emperor has the 
Guaranty of the Succeffion to his Dominions fo much 
at Heart, that he condefcends, for the fake of an Ene 
gagement every way conducive to our own fafety, to re- 
move fuch fubftantial Difficulties, and to give us by that 
Means an Opportunity of extricating ourfelves out of the 
Toils in which we find ourfelves entangled. 

To make this appear yet plainer, let us for once fup- 
pofe the Emperor to be dead. Should we look, like in- 
different Spe&tators, upon the Wars that would arife be- 
tween the Pretenders to the Succeflion of his Imperial 
Majefty’s Territories? Should we not haflily run in to 
hinderthe Difmembering of a Power, which has already 
much ado to maintain the Ballance of Europe ! What do 
‘we grant now by the Guaranty demanded of us? Nothing 
but what ( whenever the Cafe happens ) we fhould give 
without any Engagement, and for our own Intere(it ; Do 
not you perceive this remarkable Difference? What we 
fhould then do out of Neceflity, and without any Cer- 
tainty of reaping the great Advantages that are offer’d 
us, we can now do very ferviceably for our felves in par- 
ticular, and attain at the fame time all the Ends of the 
Alliance of Hanover and of the Treaty of Seville. 

The Republick, no doubt, forefaw, according to her 
ufual Wifdom, the Advantages that would accrue from the 
Guaranty propofed ; for when the Emperor firft de- 
manded@ it, and it was reje&ted by France, the order’d her 
Minifters at Paris to declare, that fhe thought that Pro- 
pofition was not at all out of the Way, but that they 
ought to treat upon that Foot. Soon after, fhe offer’d to 
the Emperor, in Conjunétion with England and France, 
the Guaranty of all his Territories in Italy; a Guaranty 
in which, of all others, we are the leaft concern’d. Since 
we would engage, therefore, to guaranty that Part of his 
Imperial Majefty’s Dominions, have we not certainly 
much: ftronger Reafons to guaranty the other, which 
comes nearer Home tous ? 

3. IL alledged in the third Place, that the Engagement in 
queftion was one of the propereft Methods of preventing a 
War after the Emperor's Demife. 

And in Effect, is it not reafonable to fuppofe, that 
thofe who upon the Demife of his Imperial Majetty, 
would be for appropriating his Territories to themf{elves, 
or for dividing them at leaft, will not take a little Time 
to confider before they recur to Force of Arms, when 
they know that they fhall or" draw upon themfel ves 

the 
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the immediate Refentment of the Maritime Powers? 
But put the Cafe, that it were impoflible to avoid a War, 
muft we look upon itas the Effect of our Guaranty ? 
By no means, becaufe we fhould be engag’d therein 
by ftrongerTies than thofe of a fimple Contra&t, namely, 
our own Prefervation, as I have fufficiently prov’d. 

You offer two ObjeStions to this Guaranty, Sir, which 
feem to you to have a great dealof Weight, The Firft is, 
that France will take it in Dudgeon: The fecond, that 
we cannot enter into it without difgufting the Princes of 
the Empire. 

As for the firft, Tentreat you to confider, that the En- 
gagement propofed to us is not contrary to thofe we have 
enter’d into with France: That we are at Liberty to en- 
ter intothis: That no Injury is thereby done to that 
Crown ; and that fhe has the lefs Reafon to take Excep- 
tion at it, becaufe by the III, Article of the Quadruple 
Alliance fhe her felf guaranty’d to his Imperial Majefty, 
and toall his Defcendants, without Diftinétion of Sex, 
all his Countries and States, &c. The Firmnefs of the 
Court of Vienna, and the Forces the fent into Italy, raifed 
the outward Idea of her Power to a great Pitch; but it 
is very well known, fhe was encouraged thereto by the 
Ynconveniencies the Allies found to a& on their Side as 
they might have done. The Emperor and the King of 
Great Britain were at laft tired with the Profpeét of being 
the only Powers exhaufted by their great Preparations 
for War, whilft France Jay itill, and contented herfelf 
with the Way of Negociation, to procure for Spain 
the Execution of the Engagements entered into by 
the Treaty of Seville: Now, as Spain has every thing 
fhe can ask for in that of Vienna, why fhould I not con- 
clude that Franceought to be content, unlefs fhe had con- 
ceiv’d other Views than to procure Satisfa&tion for Spain 2 
And if France be not content, will fhe not give ground 
to believe fhe has really had other Views, which fhe did 
not care toown? The bare Sufpicion of which, I am per- 
fuaded, the would take as-an Affront. 

With regard to the fecond Objeftion ; thereare only 
the Ele&tors of Saxory and Bavaria, that can pretend to 
find Fault with our Guaranty: Nor can they do it with 
_any Reafon, fince they have, in the moft folemn Man- 
ner, renounc’d all Pretenfions to the Emperor’s Succeffion, 
and have fince guaranty’d to his Imperial Majefty all the 
Hereditary Countries, &c. For what concerns the other 
Princes of the Empire, they ought to be very glad of 
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this Guaranty, becaufe it tends altogether to the Support 
of the Dignity of the Enipire. 

The other Difficulties you make, are rather, give me 
Leave to fay, the Refinements of aCritick, than the Ob- 
jections of a Politician. Do you think it poffible to draw 
upany Treaty infuch Terms, that a Rigid Critick can- 
not find any thing to fay againft it? Has it not been al- 
ways a Rule, that in Affairs of Importance, Regard 
ought principally to be had to the great Points on both 
Sides, and real and fubftantial Interefis ought not to be 
pottpon’d, much lefs facrific’d to Trifles, or Things of no 
Aceount: An ancient Hittorian relates, that the fcru- 
pulous Bigottry of the Egyptians made them eretta Fly 
into a Deity, and to facrifice Oxento it. Let us not fol- 
Jow their Example. 

Iconclude, Sir, with ballancing the Account of what 
we fhall gain by this Treaty on the one Hand, and what 
we fhall lofe on the other, by engaging in it. 

We obtain all the Ends of the Alliance of Hanover, and 
and avoid the Dangers of it at the fame time. 

The Oftend Company is abolifhed for ever: The Af- 
fairs of Eaft Friexeland are terminated to our Satisfaétion. 
The perillous Execution of the Treaty of Seville is made 
quietly 5 and we avoid a War, of which we have fhewn 
the Difficulties, and even the dangerous Confequences. 

Spain has already declar’d, that fhe will be content : 
We have Reafon to believe France will be fo too, and that 
we fhall once more fee our Trade flourifh : And what can 
we defire more ? 

But what do we concede to, or how far do we engage 
ourfelves by this Guaranty ? Only to hinder the Ruin 
of the Houfe of Auftria ; that is to fay, to maintain the 
Ballance of Europe, upon which our Safety depends. All 
that can be objeéted againft the Guaranty, is the Appre- 
henfion that it may fooner or later engage us in q War 3 
but I have already denionftrated, that our own Intereft 
would then involve us in it, independently of our Gua- 
rantv. Do not let us, by refufing to give it now, run 
the Hazard‘of lofing, or not obtaining hereafter the 
Advantages above-mention’d ; fee England alone enjoy 
all the Trade, (which, in my Opinion, merits a great 
deal of Attention) and remain expofed befides to a neat 
and more dangerous War, than that at a Diflance. Is it 
hot more natural to lay hold on fo favourable a Junsture 
which fecures her future Peace and Commerce? [I think,

N the 22d of Fuly N.S. a new Treaty was fign’d 

here, between the Emperor, the King of Great-Bri- 

Zain, and the King of Spain, tending to confirm and ftreng- 
then the former; which we thall here infert at length. 


A Treaty concluded on between the Emperor, the King of 
Great Britain, and the King of Spain, concluded at Vi- 
enna the 224 of July 1731, and the feveral Declarations 
relating thereto, viz. 


In the Name of the moft Holy and Undivided Trinity, 


Amen. 


E it known to all and every Perfon to whom it does 

or may belong; That divers Troubles having rifen, 
by which even the publick Tranquillity has been threa- 
ten’d, on Account of the Introduétion of Spani/h Garrifons 
into the ftrong Places of Tu/fcany, Parma, and Placentia, 
which his Catholick Majefty judg’d proper to have guard- 
ed by hisown Troops, inftead of Neutral Forces, as they 
were to have been, according to what had been regulated 
by the Quadruple Alliance: In Confequence thereof his 
Imperial Majefty and the King of Great Britain, in order 
to prevent the Troubles which might refult there‘rom, 
agreed upon the 3d Article of the Treaty concluded and 
figned at Vienna the 16th of. March this prefent Year, 
and upon two Declarations which are hereunto annex’d 
as appears evidently by the Tenour of the faid Articles, 
and the faid Declarations, of which the following are 
exatt Copies : 
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The Third Article of the Treaty concluded the 16th of 
March 1731. 


A ND whereas it has been often reprefented to his 
Imperial Majefty, with Expreffions full of Friend- 
fhip on the Part of the King of Great Britain, and the 
States General of the United Provinces, that there wag 
no Means more certain for eftablifhing the publick Tran- 
quillity fo long defir’d, and to attain the fame affoon as 
pofible, than to fecure ftill further the Succeflion of the 
Dutchies of Tu/cany, Parma, and Placentia, to the Infante 
Don Carlos, by introducing imwediately 6000 Spaniards 
into the ftrong Places of the faid Dutchies ; his faid Impe- 
rial Majefty defiring to enter into thofe Views, and to fe- 
cond the pacifick Defires of his Britannick Majeity and the 
States-General, will not on his Part oppofe in any Manner 
the peaceable Int: oduétion of the faid 6000 Spaniards into 
the flrong Places of the Dutchies of Tu/cany, Parma, and 
Placentia, in Confequences of the Promife made by his 
Britannick Majetty and the States General, And his Im- 
perial Majefty judging it neceflary that the Empire do 
give alfo its Confent thereto, promifes at the fame time 
to negle& nothing, that the faid Confent may be given 
within the Space of two Months, or foonerif it can be 
done: And in order to obviate more fpeedily the Trou- 
bles which threaten the publick Peace, his Imperial 
Majefty further promifes, that affoon as the mutual Ex- 
change of the Ratifications fhall be made, he wil! notify 
the Confent which he has given, as Head of the Empire 
to the faid peaceable Introduftion, to the Minifters of the 
Grand Duke of Tu/cany, and Duke of Parma, both refi- 
dent at hs Court, and where-everelfe fhall be thought 
proper. His faid Imperial Majefty further promifes and 
afflures, that he is fo far from raifing or bringing any 
Impediment dite&tly or indire&tly to the receiving the 
Spanifh Garrifons into the Places above-mention’d, that 
he will, on the contrary, imploy his good Offices, and 
interpofe his Authority, for removing all Obftacles, 
Difficulties, or, in fhort, every Thing that might oppofe 
the faid Introdu&tion, and by Confequence that the 6000 
Spaniards may be introduced quietly, and without any 
Delay, into the ftrong Places both of the great Dutchy of 
Tufcany, and thofe of the Dutchies of Parma and Pla- 
sextia, in the Manner afore mention’d,

PON an Appreheniion that the unexpe&ted Death 
of the Serene Prince Anthony Farnexze, late Duke 

ot farma, and Placentia, may occafion fome Delay or 

Retardment tothe Conclufion of this Treaty, as it hap- 

pen’d at a Time when it was on the Point of being con- 

cluded ; His /mperial Majefty, by Virtue of the prefent 

A&t, declares and engages, that in cafe the Hopes 

which are of the Pregnancy of the Dutchefs, Widow to 

the faid Duke Anthony, comes to be confirm’d, and that 
that the {aid Dutchets be deliver’d of a Male Infant, all 
that has been regulated in relation to the Introduétion 
of Spani/h Garrifons into the flrong Places of Parma and 
Placentia, as well by the 3d Article of the Treaty 
concluded this Day, as by the A&t of Declaration afore- 
mention’d, fha]l take Place, as if the fudden Death of 
the Duke had not happened: But that if the Hopes 
which were conceiv’d of the Pregnancy of the faid Wi- 
dow Dutchefg happen to vanith, or that the is deliver’d 
of a pofthumous Daughter, then his Imperial Majetty 
declares and engages, that inftead of Introducing the 

Spanifh Garrifons into the fortified Places of Parma and 

Placentia, the Serene Infante Don Carlos of Spain, thall 

be put in Poffefien of the faid Dutchies in the fame 

Manner as was agreed on with the Court of Spain by 

the Confent of the Empire, and according to the Letters 

of the Eventual Inveftiture, the Tenor whereof fhallt 
be look’d upon as repeated and confirm’d in all its Ar- 
ticles, Claufes and Conditions, provided, however, that 
the faid Infante of Spain fhall make good all former Trea 
ties, of which the Emperor is a Contrafting Party, with 
the Confent of the Empire. Moreover, the Imperial 

Troops having been placed, after the Death of the faid 

Duke Anthony Farnexe, in the fortified Places of Parma, 

and Placentia, not with a View to bringany Impediment 

to the Eventual Succeflion, according as it is fecur’d to 
the Infante Don Carlos, by the Treaty of London, com- 
monly call’d the Quadruple Alliance : But in order to pre- 
vent all Enterprizes which might difturb the Tran- 
quillity of Jtaly, his Imperial Majefty perceiving that 
by the Treaty concluded this Day, the publick Peace is 
re-eftablith’d and fecur’d, as much as is poflible, purfuant 
to his pacifick Intentions, declares afrefh, that by put- 
ting his Troops into the fortify’d Places of Parma, and 


Placentia, he has no Intention but to fecure, as much as 
it 
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it was in his Power, the Succeflion of the Infante Don 
Earlos, accordingly as it is fecured to the faid Infante by 
the Treaty of London, and that far from oppofing the faid 
Succe ffion, in cafe that the Male Line of, the Houfe of Far- 
neze be entirely extin&, and alfo far from being defirous to 
oppofe the Introduétion of the Spanifh Troops, if the faid 
Dutchefs is deliver’d of a Daughter ; his Imperia! Maje- 
fty, onthe contrary, declares and promifes to give his ex- 
prefs Orders to draw his Troops from thence, fo that the 
Infante Don Carlos may enter into Poffeffion of the faid 
Dutchies, purfuant to the Tenour ef the Letters of 
Eventual Inveftiture, and that the Sfani/h Garrifons may 
be introduc’d quietly, and without any Oppofition what- 
foever: But that thefe Garrifons fhall not ferve any 
other Purpofe than the fecuring the Succeffion to the In- 
fante Don Carlos, in cafe the Male Line of the Houfe 
of Farneze be intirely extin&.

Countries, have not only, Bona Fide, exhibited the Pro- 

mifes which are hereunto annex’d, to his Imperial Ma- 

jefty, but further, do not fcruple to affure in the ftrongett 

Manner, that when they agreed to the Introduétion of 

the Spanifh Garrifons into the ftrongeft Places of Tu/cany, 

Parma, and Placentia, they had no Intention to depart 

in any Manner from what is regulated in the sth Ar- 

ticle of the Quadruple Alliance, concluded at London 
the 2d of Auzuf?, 1718, either in Regard to the Rights 
of his Imperial Majeftv and the Empire, the Security 
of the Kingdoms and Dominions which his Imperial

for the Prefervation of the Repofe and Dignity of thofe

Dytchies ; For which Purpofe his Britannick Majetty 

. anc 
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and the States General of the United Provinces have 
declared, and do declare, that they are difpofed and rea- 
dy to give to his Imperial Majefty, as they do by this 
prefent A&, all the Promiffes, Affurances, or, as they 
are commonly called, Guarantees, in as ftrong and fo- 
Jemn a Manner as can be defir’d, as well in Relation to 
the chief Points afore mentioned, as to all the other 
Points which are contain’d in the faid 5th Article of 
the Treaty called, The Quadruple Alliance. 





A Specification of the Engagements in the Treaty of Seville. 


HAT the Introdu&tion of Garrifons into the Places 
T of Leghorn, Porto Ferraio, Parma, and Placentia, 
to the Number of 6000 Men, of the Troops of his Ca- 
tholick Majefty, and in his Pay, fhall be forthwith put 
in Execution, which Troops fhall ferve for the greater 
Affurance and Prefervation of the immediate Succeffion 
of the Infante Don Carlos to the faid Dominions, and 
to be in a Condition to refift all Enterprizes or Oppofi- 
tions which may be raifed, to the Prejudice of what 
has been regulated in Relation to the faid Succeffion. 

That the Contra&ting Powers fhall immediately ufe 
all the Endeavours which they fhall think confiftent 
with the Dignity and Repofe of the Grand Duke of 
Tufcany, and the Duke of Parma, to the End that the 
Garrifons may be receiv’d with the greater Tranquillitv, 
and without any Oppofition, as foon as they fhall thew 
themfelves in Sight of the Places wherein they are to be 
introduced. 

That the faid Garrifons fhall take an Oath to the pre- 
fent Poffeffors, to defend their Perfons, Sovereignty, 
Eftates, Dominions, and Subje&s, in every Thing that 
is not contrary to the Right of the Succeffion referved 
for the Infante Don Carlos, and the prefent Poffeffors 
fhall not ask or require any Thing which is contrary 
thereto. 

That the faid Garrifons fhall not concern themfelves 
dire&tlv or indire&tly, under any Pretence whatfoever, 
with the Affairs of the Political, Giconomical, or Civil 
Government, and fhall have moft exprefs Orders to pay 
to the Grand Duke of Tujfcany, and the Duke of Parma, 
all the Refpe& and Military Honours which are due to 
Sovereigns in their Dominions. 

That the Defign of the Introdu€tion of tle faid 6000 
Men of the Troops of his Catholick Mijefty, and in his 

Pay, 
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Pay, being to fecure the Infante Don Carlos the im- 
mediate Succefon of the Dominions of Tu/cany, Parma 
and Placertia, his Catholick Majetty promifes both for 
himfelf and his Succeffors, that as foon as the Infante 
Don Carlos his Son, orany other Perfon who in thé Right 
of him, thall be in quiet Poffeflion of the faid Domini- 
ons,. and in Security againft all Invafions or other jut 
Grounds of Fear, he wiil caufe to retire from the Places 
of thofe Dominions, the Troops which are his own, 
and do not properly belong to the Infante Don Carlos, 
or to him who fhall have Poffeffion in his Name, fo 
that the faid Sycceffion and Poffeffion thereby remain 
fecure and exempt from all Events. 

That the contrating Powers engage themfelves to 
eftablifth, according to the Rights of Succeflion which 
have been’ ftipulated, and to maintain the Infante Don 
€arlos, or who fhall ag by his Right, in the Poffeilion 
and Enjoyment of the Dominions of Tu/cany, Parma’ 
and Placentia, when he fhall have been once fettleds 
therein, to defend him from all Infults againf{ any 
Power whatfoever, which fhould intend to difturb him, 
and declare themfelves Guarantees for ever of the 
Right, Poffeffion, Tranquillity and Repofe of the faid 
Infante and his Succeffors to the faid Dominions. 

That in regard to the other*Particulars or Regula- 
tions concerning the upholding of the faid Garrifons, 
when once eftablifh’d in the Dominions of Tu/cany, Par- 
ma and Placentia, as it isto be prefumed that his Ca- 
tholick Majefty, and the Grand Duke, and the Duke of 
Parma, will fettle the fame by a particular Agreement, 
the other contraéting Powers promife, that as foon as 
the faid Agreement fhall be made, they will ratify it, 
as well with regard to his Catholick Majefty, as to the 
Grand Duke and the Duke of Parma. 

Now his Majefty the Catholick King having had 
the faid Article and the Declarations which depend 
thereon communicated to him, according as he had 
defiréd;; having alfo perceiv’d that the faid Articles 
and Declarations tend only to fecure more and more 
to the Infante Don Carlos his Son, the Eventual Suc- 
ceflion of the Dutchies of Tufcany, Parma and Placentia + 
In fhort, his faid Catholick Majefty feeing that the 
Engagements enter’d into between him and his Mae 
jetty the King of Great Britain, have been entirely 
anfwer’d, and that they have been explain’d in the 


Declarations inferted as above, was not willing to be 
—— Gg wanting 
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wanting on his Part to what might ftill more ftrongly 
fecure the publick Tranquillity. : 

For this Purpofe, on the Part of his Sacred Imperial 
Majefty, the moft noble Prince and Lord Eugene, Prince 
of Piedmont and Savoy, Privy Counfellor to his Imperial 
Majefty, Gc. Gc. alfo the moft illuftrious Lord Philip 
Louis, Count of Zinzendorf, Gc. as likewife the mott 
excellent Lord Thomas Gundacre, Count of Stahremberg, 
&c. and the moft noble Lord ‘fo/eph Lothaire, Count of 
Koning feg and Rothenfels, &c. Gc. On the Part of the 
Catholick King, the moft noble ‘James Francis Fitzjames, 
Duke of Lyria and Xerica, Grandee of Spain, Gc. And 
laftly on the Part of his Majefty the King of Great Bri- 
tain, Thomas Robinfon, Efq; Member of Parliament of 
Great Britain, and Minifter to his Imperial Majefty ; all 
thefe Minifters being furnifhed with full Powers, after 
having conferr’d among themfelves, and exchang’d their 
faid full Powers, have agreed upon the following Arti- 
tles and Conditions. 





Article 1, His Catholick Majefty having well exami- 
ned the 3d Article of the Treaty of the 16th of March 
1731, and the Two Declarations is Confequence there- 
of, has declar’d that he entirely acquiefces therewith : 
For this End, his faid Catholick Majefty has declar’d, 
that the Treaties of Quadruple Alliance and that of the 
jth of “June 1725, between Spain, the Emperor and the

II. Their Imperial and Britannick Majefties engage ta 
the Catholick King, to fland by the Difpofitions in the 
3d Articleof the new Treaty of Vienna, and the De- 
clarations confequent thereto, in favour of the Infante and 
the Queen of Spain. The Emperor and the Empire ac- 
cept the Renewing of the Peace of the 7th of June 1725, 
and — and oblige themfeves reciprocally to fulfil 


the Engagements which thofe Afts lay them under. 
IIT, Whatfoever has been hitherto refolv’d upon, by 
the mutual and irrevocable Confent of the contraéting 
, Parties 
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Parties, fhallferve as a Rule, either with regard to the 
Introduétion of the ‘Spanifh Garrifons, or to the putting 
the Infante Don Carlos in Poffeflion of the Dutchies of 
Parma, and Placentia; upon Condition that the faid In- 
fante, or his Succeffor, be put in the faid Poffeflion upon 
the Foot fettled by the Letters of Eventual Inveftiture 
of the oth of December 1723. : 

IV. The Contra&ting Parties oblige themfelves, as 
foon as this Treaty is figned, to ufe theit Efforts to pre- 
vail with the Great Duke to conferit to the Introdu€tion 
of the Garrifons, and toevery Thing that has been re- 
gulated by the Treaties, Conventions and Declarations 
above-mention’d, in favour of the Male Iffue of the 
Queen of Spain; upon Condition, neverthelefs, that in 
Cafe of the Great Duke’s Confent, all that has been 
agreed, as above, fhall not take Place ‘till after the 
Exchange of the Ratifications. 

V. The three contra&ting Parties declare, that hae 
ving nothing more at Heart, than to fee the Great 
Duke confent to all ‘the Meafures taken by the Trea- 
ties above mention’d, as well for his Dignity and Tran- 
quillity, as for that of his Subdjeéts, and the Security 
of his Dominions, do promife and oblige themfelves 
to accomplifh all the faid Difpofitions. 

VI. The contra&ting Parties have judg’d it neceflary 
for the Publick Tranquillity, to invite the Great Duke; 
in the moft obliging Manner, to accede to the prefent 
Treaty. 

VII. The prefent Treaty fhall be ratify’d by the 
Three contra&ting Parties within the Space of two 
Months, to be computed from the Day of Signing ; 
and the Ratifications fhall be exchang’d at Vienna.

HEY are the two firit Separate and Secret Articles 

of the Treaty of Seville, about the Conditions of 
the Abode of the Spanifh Troops in Tufcany and Parma; 
namely, the Oith that they are aftually to take for 
the Security and Delivery of the Places ; and the 
Manner that fhall be fettled, that the Rights of the 
Infante may no ways be prejudiced: That in the Places 
the Troops of the Poffeffors fhall be two Thirds lefs 
then thofe of his Catholick Majefty: That thofe that 
die or defert may be freely replacd: And that in 
Default of obtaining the faid Difpofitions, the Con- 
trators fhall caufe the fame to be executed by Force, 
his Catholick Majefty obliging himfelf to pay and 
maintain the faid Troops. - 


Another Separate and Secret Article. 


after the two Months agreed upon to require the 


Great Duke’s Confent to all the Difpofitions above- 
mention’d, the obtaining it fhould flill feem doubtful, 
his Imperial Majeity will no ways oppofe the full 
and entire Effeftuation of all the Engagements enter’d 
into between their Britannick and Catholick Majetties, 
above recited in the Secret and Separate Article, and 
exhibited to the Emperor, and explain’d by the Decla- 
ration between England and Spain concerning the faid 
Spanish Garrifons. 


The following Decree having been lately publifh’d 
by the Emperor in Relation to the Proteftants of Hun- 
Sary, is here inferted; as it gives us a View of the 
State of that unhappy People, andthe Oppreflions they 
lie under. 


The Imperial DECREE, dated March 21, 1731. 
CHARLES, &. 


Moft Reverend, 


A N humble Report has been made to us, of the 
Aéts of the 20th Article of the Commifion which 


was appointed in the Year 1715, and begun in 1721, 
in 
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in our Free and Royal City of Peff, but refum’d and 
finifh’d the Year following, in our Free and Royal 
City of Presburg : And having welland duly weigh’d 
and examin’d the Matters which are efpecially and at 
large treated of in the faid A@s, we have been pleafed, 
of our fpecial Grace, and for this once, to communicate 
to you our Refolution, in Manner following. 

I, The Gracious Refolution of the late Emperor and 
King Leopold, of Bleffed Memory, and our moft Ho- 
noured Father, printed Apri] 2, 1721, and duly pub- 
lithed, is to be look’d upon as an Explanation on the 
Part of the King, concerning the 25th and 26th Ar- 
ticles of 1681, and the 27th Article of 1487: Which 
Articles were confirm’d by the faid 20th Article of 
. 1715. Now, according to this Refolution, and in the 
Senfe of the faid 25th Article, all the Inhabitants of 
the Kingdom of Hungary, who follow the Augsburg or 
the Helvetick Confeffions, are aliow’d to exercife their 
Religion privately, throughout the faid Kingdom: And 
in purfuance of the 26th Article they are allow’d the 
publick Exercife thereof, in fome certain Places only: 
In Confequence whereof, ‘ 

If. There fhall be no Minifters, except in the Places 
fpecified in the faid Article, for the publick Exercife of 
Religion of thofe of the faid Confeflions who aftually 
live in thofe Places, or of thofe that go thither from 
other Places; and in thofe Places there fhal! be no 
more Minifters than are neceffary, and the Number of 
the Flock requires: Moreover they fhall be obliged to 
prove that Neceffity, and to obtain the Royal Confent 
and Approbation for that Purpofe. Laftly, they fhall be 
obliged to fuffer others to goand vifit the Sick and Pri- 
foners in the faid Places, to comfort and affift them in 
their Wants and Neceflities. 

II¥. But in the Places which are not fpecifiedin the 
‘faid-26th Article, even the Common People fhall not be 
forbid to have in their Houfes, Books of their Confef- 
fions, and to read them in their Families, by Way of 
private Exercife : Provided, however, that they do not 
admit other Inhabitants of the fame Place into their 
Houfes for that Purpofe. And though in the faid 
Places, not contained in the Article, the Non-Roman- 
Catholicks be under the Roman Catholick Curates, as 
much asthofe that are Catholicks, in what regards the 
Parochial Dues; yet the Curate fhall not exaét from 

the 
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the former greater Stole-Dues than he dves from the 
Roman Catholicks. 

IV. The Rights of the Temporal Lords having been 
fecured, as well by the Articles as by the Explanations 
aforefaid, this is fo to be underflood, that if the Tem- 
poral Lords in our faid Kingdom of Hungary thould 
have a Mind to make any Innovation or Change in 
Matters of Religion, they fhall be obliged, in the firft 
Place, moft humbly to reprefent to us their Defigns in 
that Refpett, together with the Motives which induc’d 
them to eftablifh fuch or fuch a Thing, as to their 
Temporal Sovereign and Defender of the Faith ; and ha- 
ving fo done, to wait our moft Gracious Difpofition 
and Order therein. 

V. Superintendants, or Superiors fhall be admitted 
to have the Infpettion over thofe of the Augsdurg 
or Helvetick Confeffion ; but this fhall be only in fuch 
Places, and fo far as thofe of one or other of thofe 
Confeffions fhall earneitly defire us to allow them fuch 
Superintendant or Superior. And thofe Superiors fhall 
make it their Bufinefs to watch over the Conduét of 
the Minifters that are under them, and even to punifh De- 
Jinquents according to the Nature of their Crimes. But 
in the other Cafes, the Minifters of the Nun Catholicks 
fhall be fubje&t in Temporals to the Secular Magi- 
ftate, who fhall alfo have the Liberty to inform 
themfelves, whether the faid Minifters adminifter 
Baptifm in the Form required, or whether they be 
fufficiently inftrufted to adminifter it validly. More- 
over they fhall be fubje& to the Vifitation and Exa- 
Mination of the Catholick Archdeacons. For what re- 
gards Matrimonial Caufes, they being (accerding to the 
Decifion of the principal Diocefes) abfolutely fubjett 
to the pofitive Laws of the Kingdom, the faid Arch- 
deacons ihall fee whether the Marriages perform’d by 
thofe of the Augsdurg and Helvetick Confeffion, weredone 
according to thefe Principles ; from whom Appeals fhall 
lie to the Archbifhop. 

VI. Apollates, and particularly fuch as fhall leave 
the Augsburg or Helvetick Confeflion, to embrace the 
Catholick Faith, and afterwards have a Mind to abandon 
it, fhall be feverely punifh’d at the Difcretion of the 
Secular Magiftrate: But in the mean Time, exaét In- 
formations of all thefe Cafes fhall be fent to our moft 
Auguit Court before the Punifhment to which they 
ihall be condemn’d, fhall be infli€ted.

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VII. Perfons of different Religions, either in the 
Places named in the Article, or in thofe which are 
not named, may lawfully contraét, and be married by 
the Catholick Curate of the Place. 





VIII. The Holidays of the Catholicks fhal! be ob- 
ferv’d, as to the exterior and publick Form, by the 
Non-Catholicks themfelves; and the Artificers among 
thefe laft thall, by virtue of their Privileges, be o- 
bliged to affift at the accuilomed Proceflions. 


IX. As for the Oaths which fhal! hereafter be re- 
quired of thofe who profefs the Augsurg or Helvetick 
Confeffion in our faid Kingdom of Hungary, we have 
fo far condefcended, as to order, that fuch of them as 
fhall be invefled with any Office of Judicatory, as that 
of an Advocate for Inftance, fhall fwear, for the pre- 
fent, and until we have made further Provifion here- 
in, according to the fettled Form, to wit, by calling 
to Witnefs the Virgin Mother of God and the Saints: But 
as for thofe that are called to be Witneffes, their Oaths 
fhall be taken in the ufual Form, left the Courfe of 
Juftice, both Civil and Crimina], fhould be obftruéted 
tor Want of it. 

For the reft, all paft Contraventions in point of Re- 
ligion, fhall be forgotten for this once and no more: 
But at the fame Time, if either of the Parties, or any 
particular Inhabitant of the Kingdom, be he who he 
will, fhall hereafter, of his own private Authority, pre- 
fume to aét contrary to our prefent Gracious Ordinances 
and Difpofitions in relation to the faid Matters of Re- 
ligion ; if a Catholick fhould dare to difturb or moleft 
a Non-Catholick ; or if, on the contrary, a Non-Catho- 
lick fhould difturb or moleft a Catholick, he fhall be 
punifh’d without Mercy, according tothe Heinoufnefs 
of his Offence, and that at the Inftances of the King’s 
Attorney Generai. And therefore, if any private Per- 
fon thinks himfelf injured, under Pretence or upon 
the Score of Religion, he may make his Application 
to his Royal Majefty and to no other Perfon, to ob- 
tain Redrefs; but he muft do it in his own particu- 
Jar Name, and never in common. 


We fend you this our Gracious Refolution, as to 
faithful Subjects, that it may be regiflerd by all the 
States of the Kingdom; and that being publifh’d, ie 
may 
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may. come to the Knowledge of every one, and ferve 
him for a Rule to govern himfelf by.

In our laft we gave the En:peror’s Commifforial’ De- 
cree to the Dyet of Ratisbon, defiring their Confent to 
the Treaty of Vienea, They have fincé return’d that 
detir’d Confent in the following Words. 


O his Excellency the Lord Frobenius Ferdinand, 
Landgrave.and Prince of Furfieméurz, Gc. Knight 

of the Golden Fleece, Privy Counceilor to the Emperor, 
and his-Principal Commiffioner to the Dyet of the Em- 
pire: Be it known to your Highne/s, That having feen and 
maturely confidered, in the Three Colleges of the Em- 
pire, the Imperial Commifforial Decree, the 3d Arti- 
cle of the Treaty concluded between his Imperial Ma- 
jetty and the King of Great Britain, and two Declara- 
tionsconcerning the Succeflion of Parma, andthe Intro- 
du&tion of 6000 Spaniards into the ftrong. Places of Tu/- 
cany, Parma and Placentia, figned at Vienna the 16ch of 
March this.prefent Year, and communicated to the Dyet 
by publick DiG&ature the 21ft of May lift ; and having 
well weigh’d every thing according to the Importance of 
the Matter, «nd the Circumftances of Affiirs; it has becn 
refalv’d and agreed, moft humbly to thank his Impe- 
rial Majefty on the Part of the Empire, not only fcr the 
paternal and indefatigable Carc he has taken (even by poft~ 
poning the private Interefl of his Auguft Houfe, and that 
alter fo great Expence ) to preferve and maintain the 
peace and Tranquillity of all Ciriffendom in general, and 
of our dear Country in particular; but alfo for commu- 
nicating the faid Treaty and Declarations: The rather 
becaufe in maintaining the faid Peace, his Imperial Ma- 
jetty purfu’d the Advice of feveral Ele€tors and Prin- 
cesof the Empire, and referv’d the Confent. of the 
Empire to the yet, which doth hereby confent accor- 
dingly to the Introduétion of 6000 Spaniards into the 
Places of Tu/cany, Parma_and Placentia, ( inalienabie 
Male Fiefs of the Empire ) intlead of 6600 Neutral 
Troops 
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‘Troops ftipulated by the sth Article of the Quadruple 
Alliance, for fecuring the Succeflion of the Infante of 
Spain Don Carlos. And fo the Counfellors, Minifters 
and Ambaffadors here prefent, of the EleStors, Princes 
and States of the Empire, recommend themfelves in 
the beft Manner to your Highnefs. Dated at Ratisdon, 
Fuly 14, 1731. ; 





The Oftend Company being now demolifh’d, the Inm- 
(perial Court are taking all poflible Meafures to encou« 
rage the Trade at Trieffe and Fiume, for which End 
they have lately publifh’d an Ediét, of which the 
following is an Extraét. 


HE Emperor therein renews the Edié of the t1th 

of November laft, confirms the Fair of Trieffe, and 
fixes the Opening thereof for the roth of Augu/t, to 
laft ‘till the End of the fame Month. 

His Imperial Majeftv grants to all Merchants Permif- 
fion to import to Trieffe, during, or after the Fair, by 
Sea or by Land, all Sorts of Merchandizes, except Iron, 
Steel, Copper, Quickfilver, Salt, Powder, Looking- 
Glaffes, and other Glafs, without paying any Duty 

‘for Importation, Exportation, Confiimption, or arly 
Thing elfe. 

__As,to what regards the Tranfport Duty for the Mer- 
chandizes going to or returning froin Triefte to Fiume, 
and pafling through the Hereditary Countrics of Lower 
Auftria, there is join’d to this Edit a Tariff, accord~ 
ing to which the Tranfport Duty is to be paid but 
once, fo that any other Duties impofed for Support 
and Repairs of Bridges and Roads, fpecify’d in the 
faid Tariff, are annull’d; but the Duties for the faid 
Support and Repairs fhall be paid by the Carriers, 
and not the Merchants. 

In order to prevent and hinder Frauds in the Tranfport 
Duty, it is order’d, That it thall be paid at Carinara, 
_ at the Foot of Mount Carft, for Merchandizes coming 

from Triefte, at Fiume for thofe that fhall be carried cud 
of that City, and at Ludiana or at Gorice, for thofe whith 
fhall be tranfported to Trieffe and Fiume. 

There fhall be: paid for the future only two Thirds 
_ of the Duties for Merchandjzes, which fhall be tran- 

fported over the Bridges of Crems and Rottenman, 
and Cuftoms which depend on the Province of Lower 


Auftria.

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In Confequence, conform to what has been already 
order’d, the Right of each particular Cuftom has been 
examined, with regard to the Differences arifen from 
Time to Time between the Officers of the faid Cuftoms 
and the Carriers or Merchants, all Perfons are forbid 
to exa& any Duty, but Proprietors of the particular 
Cuftoms are allow’d to receive, in Lieu of the ancient 
Duties, and till further Orders, four Quarantines for 
each Waggon Load, one Quarantine for a Horfe which © 
draws it, two Quarantines for each Ox, and one Qua- 
rantine for a Pack Horfe, which Duty is to be paid 
by the Carriers and not by the Merchants. Oil coming 
from Italy by Way of Triefte, alfo Wines of the Growth 
of the Territories of Gorice, Gradifca, Triefte, Fiume, and 
Imperial [ffria, which fhall be tranfported into Bohe- 
mia, fhall be exempted from all Duties whatfoever. 

The Turks, and other Subjetts of the Ottoman Porte, 
may continue to tranfport and fell at Triefte and Fiume

Merchandizes from Turkey, upon paying there Three 
per Cent. without being allow’d to be tranfported elfe- 
where, but in this Cafe the Buyer fhall be oblig’d to 
pav the Tranfport Duty. 

The Merchandizes manufaétured in the Territories 


of Gradifca, Gorice, Fiume, Triefte and Imperial Jfria, 
as alfo the Produce of the Growth of thofe Territories, 
hall enjoy the Benefit of the new Tranfport Duty, 
which is to be paid at Ludiana, for the faid Metthan- 
dizes and Produce which fhall be tranfported to any 
other Part but Bovemia. 

None fhall be allow’d to: vifit or flop under any Pre- 
tence whatfoever, in the Cuftom-houfes, the Merchan- 
dizes which fhall be carried from one Place to another ; 
but to avoid Frauds, it is order’d, that the Merchan- 
dizes thal! be duly feal’d, either'at the Place where they 
are embriled, or in the firft Cuftom-houfe. 

In order. to prevent the Prejudice which may accrue 
to Commerce by Difputes between Carriers or Mer- 
chants, and the Officers of the Cuftoms, it is order’d, 
that thefe Difputes fhall be immediately determin’d on 
the Spot, by the Reprefentatives of the Emperor. |

fhall pay provifionally; and "till it fhall be other- 
wife order’d, 30.

HE State of Things in this Northern Part of Ger- 

many has undergone a vatt Alteration: The extra- 
ordinary Intimacy between the King of Prufia and the 
Court here, being chang’d into an Alliance with ano- 
ther Prince, not very agreeable to his Prufian Majetty ; 
to whofe Proceedings in the Eleétorate of Hanover 
[See Hift. Reg. N° LVIIT. p. 139.] fome of the Articles 
feem to have a particular Regard. As it is very pro- 
bable this Treaty will be attended with fome remar- 
kable Confequences, we fhall here infert it. 


Treaty of Union and Defenfive Alliance between the Eletto- 
rates of Saxowy and Hanover, concluded at Drefden, 
the 34 of Auguft 1731. 


E it known, That whereas the Predeceffors of the 
Eleétoral Houfes of Saxony and Brunfwick Lunenburg 
have from all Antiquity maintain’d a particular good 
Intelligence together, which did not only pave the Way 


to the Treaty of perpetual Hereditary Union, which 
was concluded between the two Houfes in the Year 
1687, and has been continu’d without Interruption ’till 
now, and tranfmitted down to the two Princes now 
reigning ; but has moreover been ftrengthen’d by the 
Proximity of Blood eftablifh’d between them, and by 
the perfonal Confideration which they mutually have 
for each other; and whereas both Parties have agreed, 
upon thefe Grounds and Motives, to cultivate and ce- 
ment yet more that Band of Union, Friendfhip, Con- 
fidence and Good Neighbourhood, which have been found 
fo advantageous hitherto; and in order thereunto, to 
agree together upon a new Defenfive Treaty, accom- 
modated to the Circumftances of the prefent Time, and 
to the Safety and Profperity of their refpeétive Coun- 
tries and Subje&ts : For the/e Caufes, the two Parties have 
agreed upon the following Articles, which have been 
negotiated and concluded by their Miniflers furnifh'd 
with full Powers for that Purpofe. 

Article I. The Defign of this Convention and Defen- 
five Alliance is not to prejudice or offend any Perfon, 
much lefs the Emperor and the Holy Roman Empire, 
but it is made only with a View to maintainthe Rights 
and Privileges of the High Contra&tors; and likewife 

Hhz ta 
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to preferve and defend their Territories and Subjefts a- 
gainft all Attacks and Violences ; as alfo againft all Pre- 
tenfions, Entrjes into their Countries, Invafions of Ene- 
mies, Paflages of Troops, and Settlement of Quarters, 
Affemblies and Reviews of Armies, Contributions and 
Exaétions, contrary to the Conftitutions and Ordinances 
of the Empire, by any Perfon, or under any Name or 
Pretence whatfoever. 

II. For this End, the Two Confederates will put an 
entire Confidence in each other, and hold themfelves 
firi&tly bound to affift each other with Adyice, and in 
Effe&t, to procure each other’s Welfare ; to warn each 
other of any ill or Damage with which they may be 
threatned, and to prevent the fame; to communicate 
and confult together frequently and with Confidence, 
in Relation to all Events which may give Occafion to 
Troubleg and Dangers, and in Relation to the Means 
of preventing them; and, as much as poflible, to take 
fuitable Meafures together, and fuch as may be to the 
Advantage of the Publick, particularly to the Service, 
Honour, Welfare, Liberty and Safety of his Imperial 
Majefty and the Empire. Moreover, the High Con- 
traétors will order their Minifters as well at the Dyet 
of the Empire, as at the Meetings of the Circles, and 
every where elfe, to correfpond and communicate toge- 
ther with Confidence: And to the End that this good 
Intelligence may be the lefs interrupted, in Cafe any 
Difference fhould happen between the two Ele€toral 
Houfes and their refpeS&tive Sybjetts, Endeavours fhall] 
be ufed in the firft Place to compofe them in an ami- 
cable Minner, and they will not proceed to Hoftilities, 
*till they have previoufly tried all proper Methods to 
accommodate Matters in an equitable Manner. 

III. By Virtue of the prefent Alliance, the High Al. 
lies reciprocally promife, that in Cafe either of them 
is attack’d by any Perfon whatfoever in his Countries 
arid Provinces, and in his Rights and Privileges, againft 
the Conftitutions of the Empire; or is incommoded, 
difturbed, or molefied in his Countries, by Enrollments, 
Reviews, Quarters, Garrifons, Marches, Contributions, 
Demands, Provifions and Ammunition, or by any other 
fuch like Charges and Exaétions ; or in Cafe they re- 
ceive certain Advice that fuch Things are likely to hap- 
pen, the other fhall faithfully Side with the injured 
Party, and fhall be obliged to give him really and in 
Ec&t the Affiftance promifed in this Alliance ; but me 
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ther of the Allies fhall be required to furnifh the other 
with Succours, if one of them, without communica- 
ting with his Ally, and without his Confent, attacks 
any one asan Enemy, and with an armed Force, and 
by that Means is attack’d himfelf and purfu’d into his 
own Country, or in his Rights, by the Party attack’d, 
or by his Allies. 

IV. In this Alliance are comprehended the two Elec- 
torates, and the Countries incorporated into them, as al- 
fo all the Countries thereunto belonging, fituate in Gcr- 
many.! Moreover, the Treaty of Hereditary Union of 
1687, whereof Mention is made above, remains, in = 
and all other Refpetts, in its full Force, as if it wa 
a&tually inferted in the prefent Alliance. 

V. For what regards the Succours, the High Allies 
are agreed for this Time, without making a Precedent 
of it, that one of the two Parties fhall aid and aft the 
other, the Cafe of Alliance exifting, with 3000 Men, 
German Troops 3 to wit, 2000 Foot and 1000 Horfe ; 
but in Cafe the Requirer finds it necefflary that there 
fhould be another Proportion of Horfe, different from 
from the former, then the Party on which the De- 
mand is made, fhall be obliged to content him, and 
to give him all the Affiflance he can in Foot, or the 
Horfe he defires ; provided he be furnifhed himfelf with 
one or the other, beyond the Number ftipulated in the 
Alliance, and can get them in Readinefs ; and in that 
Cafe a Trooper or Dragoon fhal! be reckon’d at the Rate 
of three Foot Soldiers: And to the End that the Diffe- 
rence between the Arms and their Bores, in the Opera- 
tions which may happen, may not occafion any Difor- 
der, which is frequently the Cafe; it has been thought 
fit, that whenever any Succours are fent, they fhall fee 
that Matter to rights before-hand and in good Time, 
and agree upon an Equality of Arms. 

VI. If the Succours agreed upon by this Alliance, be 
not fufficient to ward off the Danger in which the Par- 
ty attacked finds himfelf; in this Cafe the High Allies 
fhall agree to make them up double, and even treble 
that Number ; and they fhall fettle it in fuch Manner, 
that the Party requiring fhall have always at leaft twice 
as many _Troops as the Party required. Moreover, it 
fhall be in the Option of the Requirer to demand the 
Whole or only a Part of the Succours ftipulated. 

VII. Each of the Allies is obliged to furnifh the fli- 
pulated Succours, fo as to be in the Requirers erat ry. 

. within 
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within four Weeks after they are demanded, without Ex- 
cufe, Oppofition, or Delay, under any Pretence whatfo- 
ever, Neverthelefs, he fhall not be oblig’d to break 
with the ‘Aggreffor, but fhall interpofe his Good Of- 
fices, and do all that lies in his Power to procure the Par- 
ty attack’d a proper Satisfa€tion and Security : But whe- 
ther his Good Offices prove effeétual or not, the Party 
requir’d fhall be equally oblig’d to furnifh the flipulated 
Succours in good earneft, and to continue them until fuch 
time as the Party injur‘d fhall be entirely reftored to the 
Condition he wasin before the Invafion, and until the 
Damage and Wrong he had fuffered, be duly repair’d 5 
unlefs he that furnifhes the Succours be invaded and pur- 
fu'd himfelf, and have Need of all or Partof his Aux- 
iliary Troops to defend and fecure himfelf. 

VIII. When the Troops are joined, the Officer that 
commands the Auxiliary Troops hall, without the leaft 
Obftacle or Hinderance, exercife the Command and Ju- 
rifdiction over them ; but he fhall be oblig’d to keep 
good Order and Millitary Difcipline, and to punifh the 
Guilty in an exemplary Manner, without any Delay, 
Connivance, or Regard whatfoever: And in Cafe the Par- 
ty to whom the Succours are fent, is not fatisfied with 
the Chaflifement which the General or Commanding Of- 
ficer of the Party requir’d has inflifted ; that Officer 
thall keep the Delinquents, of what Rank or Condition 
foever they may be, under Arreft, "till the High Confe- 
derates have communicated together. As for the Gene- 
ral Command in the Field, and in Millitary Expeditions, 
jt fhall reft with the Ally and his General, to whom the 
Succours are fent; in fuch manner, however that no- 
thing of Importance fhall be undertaken, till aftera 
Deliberation, and a previous Refolution has been taken 
upon the Affair‘in a Council of War, in the Prefence of 
the General or Commanding Officer fent by the Party re- 

uired, 

. IX. The Ally who fhall have Occafion for the Suc- 
cours, fhall make known in Time the Rank of the Of- 
ficer he defigns to command in Chief, that the Party 
aflifting mav govern himfelf thereby, and fend a Com- 
manding Officer with his Auxiliary Troops, who is 
not of a higher Rank than the other. 

X. The Requirer is oblig’d to furnifh, at his own Ex- 
pence, the heavy Cannon, Ammunition, and aJ] the Ap- 
purtenances to the Field-Artillery, that fhall be need- 
ful for the Military Operations ; wherein, oa 
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the Party requir’d fhall be aflifting to -him, in Confide- 
‘ration of a reafonable Satisfaét:on and Reimburfement, if 
there be a Sufhciency of thofe Things in the Neighbour- 
hood, and he can part with them without Prejudice to 
himfelf: The Party requir’d fhall on his Part provide 
his Troops with Regimental Cannon, and the neceffary 
fmall Pieces. 

XI. He that fends the Succours, -is obliged to main- 
tain his Auxiliary Troops at his own Expence ; but the 
Requirer fhall take Care that they be furnifhed and 
fupplied with what Provifions and Oats they fhall wane 
at a reafonable Price, and upon the fame Foot that he can 
have them for his own Troops’; which fhall.be regularly 
paid for once a Month 3; except Hay, Straw, and Pattu- 
rage, which fhall be given to the Auxiliary Troops 
gratis. 

XIf. ‘When the Succours are aftually fent, the High 
Allies will make exaét. Regulations for the Maintenance 
of the Troops, the Forming of the Regiments, Comp.- 
nies, and other fuch-like Affairs: A perfeét. Equality 
fhall be obferv’d in every thing, as far as is poflible ; and 
all Confufion and Diforder fhall be avoided and guarded 
againft, in the beft Manner that can be. 

XIII. Neither of the Allies fhall demand of the other, 
unneceflary Paffages of Troops through his Countries ; 
but in Cafe an indifpenfible Neceflity, Regard being had 
to the Situation of the Country, require a Paffage, they 
fhall conform themfelves in every Thing to the Regu- 
Jation of the March of the Troops which was agree’d 
upon by both Parties the 27th of December 1687, and do 
nothing contrary thereto. 

XIV. The two High Allies referve to themfelves ex- 
prefly whatever they are obliged to do for their Houfes, 
by virtue of the Family Compatts 5; and they are equa!l- 
ly bound by the Alliances, Engagements and Regula- 
tions, by which they find themfelves bound ‘to others ; 
and the rather, becaufe they are of fuch a nature, that 
they will not interfere with the Performance of the Obli- 
gations of the prefent Alliance. ~ = ~ 

XV. This Alliance is to Jaft three Years ; and before 
they are expired, they will confider of the Neceflity of 
continuing it: But if towards the Expiration of the 
Time fix’d, they fhould find themfelves in real Danger, 
and in Military Operations, they fhall continue to 
furnifh whatever the prefent Alliance obliges them to, 
"till the Danger is over, 

XVI. It 
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XVI. It is agreed and refolv’d, that if any State of the 
Ew pire fhould have an Intention to accede to the prefent 
Alliance, and fhould fignify his Defire fo to do, he thall 
be admitted into it by Common Confent and Agree- 
ment, upon proportionable Conditions, which the two 
Allies will confider of, when the Cafe happens. ; 

XVII. The prefent Treaty thali be ratify’d by the two 
High Contraftors; and. the Ratifications fhall be ex- 
chang’d within the Term of Six Weeks, to be reckon’d 
from the Day of the Date hereof, or fooner if it can 
be done. ' 

Laftly, OF all that is above contained, whatfoever 
has been thus treated and agreed upon, two Copies have 
been made ; and the Minifters Pienipotentiaries of the 
two Parties having fign’dand feal’d each of them aCo- 
py, thofe two Copies have been exchang’d. Thus done 
and given at Drefden, the 3d of Auguft, 1731.

N the Hift. Reg. N° LXI. p. 73. We gave an Account 


of the, Death of the Duke of Parma, and that his 
Dutchefs had declar’d herfelf with Child. This was at firft 
credited univerfally 5 but the Spaniards raifing afterwards 
fome Doubts,anExamination was perform’d atParma with 
great Formality by five Midwives of different Nations, in 
the Prefence of the elder Dutchefs Dowager, five Ladies 
of the Court, three Phyficians and a Surgeon; and the 
Examination being over, the Midwives declar’d upon 
Oath that the young Dutchefs was with Child. Upon this, 
great Preparations were made,for the Birth, and moft of 
the Powers of Europe appointed their Minifters, and other 
fit Perfons:to.be prefent at it. Neverthelefs, after all, 
the Dutchefs has at length declar’d, that fhe is not with 
Child; after having kept all Europe in Sufpence during 
the ufual Time of Women’s Pregnancy; and General 
Stampa,,Commander of the German Forces there, has ta- 
ken Poffeflion, with great Ceremony, of the Dutchies of 
Parma and. Placentia, in the Name of the Infante Don Car- 
Jos ; which unexpected Event .will probably very much 
facilitate the Execution of the Treaty of Vienna.
